PRELIMINARY  NOTE. 

The  Annual  Report  for  1930  has  been  prepared  in 
accordance  with  the  recommendations  contained  in 
Circular  No.  1,119  of  the  Ministry  of  Health.  The  arrange¬ 
ment  of  the  report  differs  somewhat  from  previous  years 
as  it  is  a  modified  survey  report  and  contains  details  of 
the  staff  of  the  department  together  with  a  considerable 
amount  of  information  relating  to  hospitals  of  all  kinds 
which  serve  the  area  of  the  administrative  county,  as 
well  as  the  arrangement  of  Poor  Law  districts,  that  are 
not  usually  required  by  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

The  most  important  event  of  the  year  has  been  the 
transfer  of  the  Poor  Law  functions  to  the  County 
Councils  on  April  1st,  and  this,  together  with  many  other 
provisions  in  the  Local  Government  Act,  has  thrown  a 
large  amount  of  unseen  work  on  the  department,  of  which 
no  mention  can  be  made  in  this  report,  particularly  in 
connection  with  reviewing  the  accommodation  at  Poor 
Law  Institutions,  Isolation  Hospital  accommodation  in 
the  county,  and  work  in  connection  with  alterations  to 
boundaries  of  county  districts. 

The  vital  statistics  for  1930  show  what  a  good  year 
this  has  been  from  a  health  standpoint.  The  birth-rate 
remains  higher,  and  the  death-rate  lower,  in  Staffordshire 
than  that  for  England  and  Wales  as  a  whole.  The  in¬ 
cidence  of  infectious  disease  has  been  remarkably  low 
and  compares  most  favourably  with  the  preceding  year. 
There  is  one  matter  we  cannot  congratulate  ourselves  on- 
maternal  mortality — for  this  death-rate  remains  practic¬ 
ally  stationary  though  it  is  true  it  is  slightly  less  than 
last  year.  In  the  appropriate  section  of  the  report  an 
account  is  given  of  the  measures  that  are  being  taken  to 


reduce  this  loss  of  life.  It  is  a  matter  in  which  success 
can  only  be  obtained  by  the  active  co-operation  of  all 
concerned, /v  public  bodies,  doctors,  midwives,  and  the 
mothers  themselves,  and,  whilst  we  cannot  look  for  im¬ 
mediate  results,  we  can  find  some  satisfaction  in  knowing 
that  full  advantage  has  been  taken  of  the  advice  given 
by  the  special  committee  of  the  Central  Department  in 
this  matter  by  authorising  such  extensions  of  the  Health 
Visiting  Scheme  as  were  recommended. 

In  the  appropriate  section  of  the  report  some  account 
is  given  of  the  work  undertaken  by  Local  Authorities  in 
the  provision  of  public  water  supplies  and  of  arrange¬ 
ments  made  for  dealing  with  sewage,  which  shows  how 
much  useful  work  has  been  accomplished  and,  in  some 
instances,  what  is  still  outstanding.  The  section  on 
housing  is  not  so  satisfactory,  for  fewer  houses  have 
been  built  during  1930  than  in  the  previous  year,  but 
with  the  passing  of  the  Housing  Act,  1930,  it  is  hoped 
that  many  difficulties  that  Local  Authorities  encountered 
in  this  part  of  their  work  will  be  met  and  that,  conse¬ 
quently,  future  reports  will  show  a  great  advance  in  this 
most  important  function  of  District  Councils. 

Finally,  I  would  refer  the  reader  to  the  section  on  the 
work  of  the  Bacteriological  Laboratory  which  continues 
to  increase  and  now  takes  such  an  important  part  in 
safeguarding  the  health  of  the  county.

Area  and  Population. 

I  have  again  to  record  an  alteration  both  in  the  area 
and  population  of  the  administrative  county.  On  April 
1st,  1930,  a  portion  of  the  Stone  R.D.,  containing  431  acres 
with  a  population  of  50  (census  1921)  was  absorbed  by 
the  City  of  Stoke-on-Trent.  The  necessary  adjustments 
of  birth  and  death  rates  are  shown  in  the  general  mortal¬ 
ity  tables  at  the  end  of  the  report.  The  births  and  deaths 
are  inclusive  of  those  registered  before  the  transfer  took 
place. 

With  the  exception  of  one  district,  viz.,  Lichfield  Rural 
where  there  is  a  large  Barracks,  a  single  population  is 
shown  and  this  is  applicable  to  both  births  and  deaths. 
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Area  and  Population. 


The  Registrar  General  supplies  a  “  standardising 
factor  ”  for  correcting  death  rates  in  districts  with  a 
population  of  over  10,000.  The  rates  produced  by  this 
method  are  strictly  comparable,  the  factor  being  based 
on  the  age  and  sex  of  the  population  as  indicated  at  the 
last  census.  The  standardised  death  rates  in  those  areas 
in  which  this  method  can  be  applied  are  shown  in  the 
Tables  at  the  end  of  the  Report. 

The  estimates  of  population  as  at  the  30th  June,  1930, 
which  are  shown  in  this  report,  have  again  been  provided 
by  the  Registrar  General  as  in  former  years.  The  method 
used  in  arriving  at  the  estimates  allows  for  varying  rates 
of  natural  increase  as  evidenced  by  the  births  and  deaths 
in  each  area,  by  migration  as  indicated  from  the  Board  of 
Trade  returns,  and  changes  in  the  numbers  on  the 
Parliamentary  Register.  This  year  the  Registrar  General 
has  had  the  advantage  of  a  further  check  due  to  the 
census,  but  in  waiting  for  that  return  a  delay  has  resulted 
in  the  issuing  of  the  1930  estimates  of  population  and 
for  this  reason  the  majority  of  the  district  annual  reports 
have  been  compiled  with  data  obtained  from  the  1929 
estimate  of  population  of  the  Registrar  General.

Births — Deaths. 
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Births. 

The  live  births  registered  in  the  Administrative 
County  numbered  13,243,  compared  with  13,125  the  prev¬ 
ious  year,  the  number  in  the  urban  districts  being  9,534 
and  in  the  rural  districts  3,709  compared  with  9,444  and 
3,681  respectively. 

Stillbirths.  There  were  580  stillbirths  registered 
during  the  year  of  which  406  were  in  urban  and  174  in 
rural  districts.  The  stillbirth  rate  per  thousand  of  the 
population  for  both  urban  and  rural  districts  is  0.81. 
During  the  same  period  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales 
was  0.69  and  for  the  large  towns  in  England  0.71. 

The  mean  birth-rates  in  the  whole  Administrative 
County  and  in  the  urban  and  rural  districts  respectively 
for  eight  quinquennial  periods  and  for  the  past  two  years 
are  shown  in  the  following  table,  in  which  corresponding 
rates  in  England  and  Wales  are  included.

The  death  rate  per  thousand  of  the  population  for  this 
year  is  10.9,  whilst  for  England  and  Wales  it  is  11.4. 
On  referring  to  the  table,  which  shows  the  death  rates 
of  42  years,  it  will  be  observed  that,  the  rate  for  this 
year  is  the  lowest  ever  recorded,  and  another  interesting 
point  is  that  throughout  this  long  period  the  death  rate 
in  the  county  has  been  slightly  lower  than  for  England 
and  Wales  as  a  whole  except  in  the  Quinquennial  period 
1909-13. 

In  the  following  Table  I  have  shown  the  chief  causes 
of  death  for  the  last  eight  years,  the  number  given  for 
1930  being  approximately  68.9  per  cent,  of  the  total 
deaths : —

Deaths. 
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The  chief  cause  of  death  in  1930,  as  in  previous  years, 
recorded  in  the  table,  is  heart  disease.  There  has  been  a 
slight  increase  in  the  number  of  deaths  from  cancer  and 
a  slight  decrease  in  the  deaths  from  tuberculosis  of  the 
respiratory  system.  Tt  will  be  noted  that  there  is  a 
marked  diminution  in  the  number  of  deaths  from  influ¬ 
enza  this  year  compared  with  the  previous  year  and  the 
deaths  from  bronchitis  and  pneumonia  are  considerably 
less  than  in  1929. 

The  following  table  has  been  prepared  covering  the 
last  11  years  in  which  the  percentage  of  deaths  under 
45  years  of  age,  is  worked  out  in  relation  to  the  total 
deaths  at  all  ages,  and  in  the  table  the  sexes  are  divided. 
It  will  be  observed  that  as  the  years  go  on,  the  tendency 
is  for  the  percentage  of  deaths  under  45  to  be  reduced  in 
both  sexes,  though  this  is  more  marked  in  females. 


The  figures  shown  in  this  table  for  this  county  confirm 
the  statement  often  made  that  the  expectation  of  life  is 
being  gradually  extended.

2.  — Nursing  in  the  Home. 

(a)  General. 

The  whole  of  the  county,  with  the  exception  of  a 
sparsely  populated  part  of  the  Leek  R.D.,  is  served  by 
District  Nursing  Associations.  78  of  these  are  affiliated 
to  the  County  Nursing  Association  and  7  work  independ¬ 
ently.  All  these  Associations  undertake  general  nursing 
in  the  home  and  72  do  midwifery. 

As  regards  general  nursing,  all  the  nurses  of  the 
affiliated  Associations  are  regularly  inspected  by  the 
Superintendent  of  the  County  Nursing  Association  and 
those  who  undertake  midwifery  by  the  Inspectors  of  the 
Local  Supervising  Authority.  The  District  Nursing 
Associations  attend  to  domiciliary  Poor  Law  cases  for 
the  Public  Assistance  Committee  on  payment.  They 
also  nurse  cases  of  tuberculosis  under  a  scheme  of  the 
Joint  Committee  when  the  Tuberculosis  Officer  of  the 
area  desires  such  assistance. 

(b)  Infectious  Diseases. 

The  County  Council  have  an  arrangement  with  the 
County  Nursing  Association  to  provide  nurses  when 
asked  for  by  the  District  Medical  Officers  of  Health  in 
the  County  Health  Visiting  Area  for  measles  or  epidemic 
diarrhoea. 

3.  — Midwives. 

The  work  undertaken  under  the  Midwives  Acts,  1902, 
1918,  and  1926,  relates  to  the  whole  of  the  administrative 
county,  with  an  estimated  population  at  the  middle  of  the 
year  of  709,380,  whilst  the  health  visiting  work  is  limited 
to  the  special  health  visiting  area  of  the  county  which 
now  has  a  population  of  305,980,  as  estimated  by  the 
Registrar  General. 

265  midwives  notified  their  intention  to  practise 
during  the  year.  Of  these,  255  were  trained  and  10  were 
bona-fide  midwives.  The  only  change  since  last  year  is 
a  reduction  in  the  number  of  trained  midwives  by  one. 
In  addition  to  these,  96  midwives  residing  in  County 
Boroughs  and  adjoining  counties,  have  also  notified  their 
intention  to  practise  within  the  administrative  county, 
compared  with  95  last  year.

These  do  not  include  cases  taken  by  midwives  in  their 
capacity  as  maternity  nurses.  It  will  be  observed  that 
in  the  south  of  the  county  the  midwives  attended  83.5  per 
cent,  of  confinements  where  the  population  is  more  urban 
in  character,  whilst  in  the  northern  area  only  60.9  per 
cent,  were  midwives’  cases,  which  is  due  to  the  fact  that 
this  is  a  more  sparsely  populated  area  and  particularly 
in  one  portion  of  it  the  midwifery  provision  is  not  good. 


The  total  number  of  cases  attended  by  midwives  only 
in  the  administrative  county  during  1930  was  10,115,  the 
number  of  births  registered  being  13,243.  The  per¬ 
centage  taken  by  midwives  in  the  county  is,  therefore, 
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Midwives. 


76.4  compared  with  77.4  in  the  previous  year.  The  mid¬ 
wives  also  attended  1,465  cases  as  maternity  nurses,  of 
which  414  were  in  the  northern  area,  389  in  the  central, 
and  662  in  the  south  of  the  county.  The  proportion  of 
the  maternity  cases  to  the  total  cases  taken  by  midwives 
in  their  capacity  either  as  midwives  or  maternity  nurses 
in  the  three  areas  of  the  county  is  18.7  per  cent,  in  the 
northern,  12.0  per  cent,  in  the  central,  and  10.8  per  cent,  in 
the  southern  area.  The  number  of  births  that  were  not 
attended  by  midwives  in  their  capacity  as  midwives  or 
maternity  nurses  in  the  administrative  county  is  1,663, 
of  which  740  are  in  the  northern  area,  505  in  the  central, 
and  418  in  the  south  of  the  county. 

In  compliance  with  the  rules  of  the  Central  Midwives 
Board,  3,882  notifications  have  been  received  from 
certified  midwives  in  1930  under  the  four  headings  set 
forth  in  the  following  table,  which  includes  figures  for 
comparison  with  the  past  10  years,  together  with  the 
number  of  births  attended  by  midwives —

During  the  year  investigation  has  been  made  with  a 
view  to  seeing  to  what  extent  midwives  have  had  occasion 
to  call  in  medical  assistance  at  confinements  over  a  period 
of  16  years.  The  results  are  shown  in  the  accompanying 
table,  from  which  it  will  be  observed  that  there  has  been 
a  large  increase  in  this  period  of  the  requests  for  medical 
help,  which  can  be  ascribed  to  the  better  trained  type  of 
midwife  that  is  now  practising.  This  is  also  reflected  in 
the  increase  in  the  fees  paid  by  the  County  Council  to 
medical  practitioners,  as  shown  in  a  subsequent  table.

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On  comparing  these  tables  with  similar  ones  in  pre¬ 
vious  reports  it  is  found  that  medical  aid  is  called  in 
during  pregnancy  to  a  much  greater  extent  than  formerly, 
and  this  would  be  expected  owing  to  the  attention  now 
paid  to  ante-natal  care  both  by  the  midwives  under  the 
rules  of  the  Central  Midwives  Board  and  by  the  ante¬ 
natal  work  of  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Scheme. 

In  addition  to  the  routine  enquiries  conducted  by  the 
Midwives  Inspectors,  2  irregularities  were  specially 
investigated.  As  a  result  one  midwife  was  cautioned 
and  one  who  appeared  before  the  Local  Supervising 
Authority  voluntarily  surrendered  her  certificate. 


Since  the  Act  came  into  operation,  the  names  of  113 
midwives  have  been  removed  from  the  Roll  in  conse¬ 
quence  of  action  taken  by  the  Local  Supervising 
Authority. 

During  the  year  no  deaths  of  practising  midwives 
were  reported. 

In  1930,  9  District  Nursing  Associations  who  under¬ 
take  midwifery  were  subsidised  to  the  extent  of  £317 
5s.  Od.  At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  4  midwives  in 
private  practice  receiving  subsidies,  and  another  midwife 
is  provided  with  a  telephone  by  the  Local  Supervising 
Authority  in  order  that  the  area  of  her  practice  can  be 
enlarged  to  include  two  somewhat  isolated  villages.  On 
December  31st,  1930,  there  were  65  local  Nursing  Associ¬ 
ations  affiliated  to  the  County  Nursing  Association,  and 
7  non-affiliated  local  Nursing  Associations  undertaking 
midwifery.  The  latter  are  Alrewas,  Essington,  Penn, 
Stafford,  Stone  and  Tutbury  Nursing  Associations,  and 
the  Wolstanton  Nursing  Association  have  agreed  to  take 
emergency  cases  only. 

Under  Section  2  (1)  of  the  Midwives  and  Maternity 
Homes  Act,  a  total  of  £14  5s.  Od.  was  allowed  by  the 
County  Council  to  various  midwives  as  compensation  for 
loss  of  practice  on  suspension  after  being  in  contact  with 
a  septic  case,  the  midwife  in  each  instance  not  being  in 
default. 
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Midwives. 


The  Post-Certificate  Course  of  Training  at  the  Tipton 
Training  Home  for  practising  midwives,  which  started 
in  November,  1925,  has  been  continued.  Two  midwives 
in  private  practice  and  3  from  local  Nursing*  Associa¬ 
tions  have  attended  the  Course  which  is  of  a  fortnight’s 
duration.  Under  the  scheme,  each  practising  midwife 
will  be  given  an  opportunity  of  attending  the  course  every 
four  years. 


Under  the  Rules  of  the  Central  Midwives’  Board,  a 
midwife  has  to  send  for  medical  help  if  any  abnormality 
occurs,  and  in  the  Midwives’  Act,  1918,  provision  is 
made  for  the  payment  of  the  doctor  called  in  in  this  way, 
the  fees  allowed  being  according  to  a  scale  issued  by 
the  Ministry  of  Health. 


During  the  financial  year  ending  March,  1931,  3,506 
notifications  of  sending  for  medical  help  were  received, 
and  out  of  this  number  medical  practitioners  claimed 
their  fees  from  the  County  Council  in  1,950  cases,  that  is 
56  per  cent,  of  the  possible  claims.

The  cost  of  collection  is  £200  per  year.  It  will  be 
observed  that  each  year  there  has  been  an  increase  in  the 
percentage  of  claims  of  fees  from  doctors  in  proportion 
to  the  number  of  requests  for  medical  assistance. 

No  alteration  has  taken  place  in  the  income  scale, 
which  was  drawn  up  for  the  guidance  of  the  Collector 
when  making  application  for  the  recovery  of  the  fees, 
which  is  as  follows  : — - 


(i)  Where  the  net  weekly  income  of  the  family 
after  deducting  3s.  6d.  for  each  child  under  14 
years  of  age  does  not  exceed  30s.,  the  County 
Council  shall  not  claim  repayment  of  the 
medical  practitioner’s  fee. 

(ii.)  Where  the  net  weekly  income  of  the  family, 
calculated  as  above,  is  over  30s.  but  does  not 
exceed  45s.,  the  County  Council  shall  claim 
repayment  of  one-half  of  such  fee. 

(iii.)  Where  the  net  weekly  income  of  the  family 
calculated  as  above,  exceeds  45s.,  the  repay¬ 
ment  of  the  whole  of  such  fee  shall  be 
claimed. 


Owing  to  the  varying  charges  made  for  mileage  by 
the  medical  practitioners,  an  arrangement  has  been  made 
with  the  Local  Branch  of  the  British  Medical  Association 
for  a  uniform  mileage  fee  of  Is.  6d.  per  mile  one  way  only 
after  two  miles  from  the  doctor’s  residence. 

In  January,  1930,  arrangements  were  made  for  the 
issue  of  maternity  outfits  at  the  various  Clinics  and  in 
the  rural  areas  where  no  Clinic  exists  the  Health  Visitors 
were  given  charge  of  these.  Expectant  mothers  apply 
either  to  the  Centres  or  the  Health  Visitors  for  the  out¬ 
fits,  two  types  of  which  are  issued,  one  costing  6s.  2d. 
and  the  other  3s.  During  the  year  27  of  the  larger  outfits 
were  sold  and  12  of  the  smaller,  and  although  these 
numbers  are  not  large  they  will  doubtless  increase  when 
it  becomes  generally  known  by  the  mothers  that  they  are 
available. 
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Stillbirths — Poor  Law  Medical  Out-Relief. 


Stillbirths. 

It  has  already  been  noted  that  580  stillbirths  were 
registered  during  the  year.  Of  these  225  were  reported 
by  midwives  under  their  rules  and  on  comparing  this 
figure  with  those  for  the  past  9  years  I  find  that  there 
is  little  variation  in  this  number.  The  result  of  the 
investigations  made  by  the  Midwives  Inspectors  into 
the  cause  of  these  stillbirths  is  as  follows

County  Bacteriological  Laboratory. 

During  1930,  32,621  investigations  were  conducted, 
being  an  increase  of  5,113  on  the  previous  year.  Of  these, 
23687  wTere  of  a  general  bacteriological  nature  and  8,934 
were  for  the  diagnosis  and  tests  for  cure  for  venereal 
diseases.  The  general  bacteriological  work  was  for  the 
most  part  from  the  administrative  County,  but  363  milk 
examinations  were  undertaken  for  the  City  of  Stoke-on- 
Trent  and  52  for  the  County  Borough  of  Dudley.  Of  the 
tests  for  venereal  diseases,  3,032  were  from  patients 
resident  in  Staffordshire,  4,977  from  patients  resident  in 
the  City  of  Stoke-on-Trent,  360  from  patients  resident  in 
the  County  Borough  of  Dudley,  and  557  from  patients 
resident  in  other  areas  outside  the  administrative  County. 

The  steady  increase  in  this  work  from  year  to  year 
can  be  attributed  to  several  circumstances,  the  most 
important  of  which  are : — The  ever  increasing  tendency 
of  medical  practitioners  to  use  the  diagnostic  facilities 
available;  the  advent  of  new  tests;  the  additional 
demands  made  on  the  laboratory  by  the  various  Acts  and 
Orders  regulating  the  milk  supply,  and  the  consequent 
extensions  of  the  work  into  the  domains  of  veterinary 
and  dairy  bacteriology;  the  undertaking  of  work  for  the 
County  coroners ;  the  growing  interest  of  the  various 
Sanitary  Authorities  in  the  bacteriological  purity  of 
water  supplies ;  and  the  gradually  increasing  number  of 
specimens  received  from  outside  Authorities.  The  details 
are  as  follows  : — 


General  Bacteriology. 
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County  Laboratory. 


The  2,505  examinations  under  “  Tuberculosis  ” 
included  2,220  of  sputa;  32  pus;  13  pleural  fluids;  26 
cerebro-spinal  fluid;  6  exudates;  113  urines;  8  faeces; 
78  biological  tests  ;  and  9  meats. 

The  89  investigations  under  the  heading  of  “  Brucella 
Infections  ”  consisted  of  71  examinations  of  blood 
specimens  from  cattle,  and  18  from  human  beings.  This 
organism  causes  contagious  abortion  in  cattle  and  a  type 
of  undulant  fever  in  human  beings.  This  infection  in  man 
is  being  diagnosed  with  increasing  frequency  in  this 
country  during  recent  years. 

The  1,045  “  Other  examinations  ”  included  262 

bacteriological  and  cytological  examinations  of  various 
body  fluids  and  exudates;  40  blood  cultures;  12  samples 
of  ice  cream;  four  specimens  for  anthrax;  95  medico¬ 
legal  examinations;  three  examinations  for  Vincent’s 
Angina,  and  various  other  miscellaneous  investigations. 

The  majority  of  the  serological  tests  for  food-poison¬ 
ing  were  done  for  exclusion  purposes  and  fortunately 
proved  negative,  but  there  was  one  outbreak  which, 
though  confined  to  one  family,  deserves  mention.  It 
occurred  in  the  Walsall  Rural  district.  Eight  people 
were  involved  and  there  were  three  deaths.  The 
American  Blog  Cholera  bacillus  was  recovered  from  the 
excretions  of  the  patients.  This  micro-organism  is 
extremely  rare  in  this  country.  The  infection  arose  after 
partaking  of  a  pork  pie. 

In  connection  with  the  milk  investigations,  the  reasons 
for  these  examinations  and  the  sources  of  the  samples 
are  shown  in  the  accompanying  tables. 


County  Laboratory. 
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Close  co-operation  has  been  maintained  with  the 
private  medical  practitioners;  the  local  Medical  Officers 
of  Health,  the  Veterinary  Inspectors,  the  School  Medical 
Service,  and  the  Staffordshire  Farm  Institute.

The  304  “  other  examinations  ”  included  under  the 
Venereal  Diseases  scheme  were: — 31  cerebrospinal  fluids 
for  cell  count,  globulin  and  colloidal  gold  test;  267 
complement  fixation  tests  for  gonorrhoea;  the  examina¬ 
tion  of  5  urines  for  gonococci;  and  the  making  of  1 
culture  for  gonococci.  In  addition,  8  bottles  of  toxin- 
free  gonococcal  vaccine  were  prepared. 

A  special  investigation  as  to  the  comparative  values 
of  the  various  serological  tests  for  syphillis  is  at  present 
being  conducted  in  this  laboratory.

Active  co-operation  exists  with  the  voluntary  hospitals 
in  this  area  and  on  refering  to  the  tabular  statement 
relating  to  Poor  Law  Institutions  it  will  be  seen  that 
arrangements  have  been  made  with  the  larger  voluntary 
hospitals  for  treating  such  cases  as  are  referred  to  them 
by  the  Public  Assistance  Committee.  A  survey  of  the 
hospital  provision  in  the  twelve  mixed  institutions 
belonging  to  the  Public  Assistance  Committee  has  now 
been  made  and  proposals  are  under  consideration  for  the 
grouping  of  these  for  various  purposes ;  under  such  a 
scheme  two  of  the  Institutions  will  probably  be  utilised 
and  extended  as  general  hospitals.  During  the  investiga¬ 
tions  that  were  made  when  preparing  a  report  on  the 
Institutions  for  the  consideration  of  the  Committee, 
consultations  took  place  with  the  Voluntary  Hospitals 
Committee  which  has  been  set  up  by  the  voluntary 
hospitals  with  a  view  to  seeing  what  further  co-operation 
could  take  place  so  that  any  overlapping  of  services 
would  be  avoided.  During  these  discussions  it  was 
evident  what  a  valuable  part  the  voluntary  hospitals  take 
in  providing  for  the  needs  of  the  area  and  what  pressure 
is  placed  on  their  resources  by  the  applications  for  treat¬ 
ment  they  receive.  It  was  decided  by  the  Voluntary 
Hospitals  Committee  to  set  up  three  sub-committees  for 
the  three  areas  of  the  county,  who  would  be  called 
together  as  occasion  demanded  to  consult  with  us  when 
framing  proposals  for  the  establishment  of  county 
hospitals  and  on  their  part  the  Voluntary  Hospitals  Com¬ 
mittee  agreed  that  they  would  keep  us  informed  of  any 
proposals  for  enlarging  or  extending  the  work  in  any  of 
their  institutions. 


(a)  Voluntary  Hospitals  Situated  Within  Administrative  County. 
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Maternity  and  Nursing  Homes. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  the  number  of  premises 
registered  under  the  Nursing  Homes  Registration  Act. 
1927,  was  20:  three  exemptions  from  registration 
previously  allowed  were  continued.  Four  applications 
for  registration  were  received  in  1930,  of  which  three 
were  granted  and  one  withdrawn.  The  20  homes 
registered,  with  the  exception  of  4,  are  for  one  or  two  beds 
only.  The  County  Council  have  not  delegated  any  of 
their  powers  under  the  Nursing  Homes  Registration  Act, 
1927,  to  District  Councils  nor  have  any  applications  been 
received  for  such  delegation. 


No  Maternity  Homes  have  been  established  by  the 
County  Council  as  yet,  but  they  have  arrangements  with 
the  Mrs.  Legge  Memorial  Home,  Wolverhampton,  where 
prospective  unmarried  mothers  can  be  sent  to  or  received 
at  the  Home  for  their  confinement  and  remain  there  for 
six  months.  The  County  Council  contribute  40/-  per 
patient  per  week  for  six  weeks,  the  cost  of  the  remainder 
of  the  period  being  defrayed  from  philanthropic  sources. 
In  1930  eleven  cases  were  dealt  with  at  this  Home. 


In  addition,  arrangements  have  been  made  for  mid¬ 
wifery  cases  to  be  sent  from  the  Health  Visiting  Area 
to  the  following  Maternity  Homes : —

The  cases  so  sent  are  limited  to  those  who  live  in 
unsatisfactory  home  conditions  or  have  some  complica¬ 
tion  in  connection  with  their  pregnancy  which  makes 
it  unsafe  for  them  to  remain  at  home.  During  the  year 
five  patients  who  complied  with  these  conditions  and 
who  were  necessitous,  were  sent  by  the  County  Council 
who  were  financially  responsible  for  their  treatment. 
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Maternal  Mortality. 

In  the  accompanying  table  the  maternal  mortality 
rate  for  the  administrative  County  showing  the  deaths 
per  thousand  births  in  the  last  10  years  is  given.  It  will 
be  observed  that  there  is  very  little  difference  in  this 
death  rate  from  year  to  year  and  that  the  deaths  from 
puerperal  sepsis  remain  almost  constant  whilst  on  the 
other  hand  such  variations  as  exist  appear  under  the 
other  heading  given  in  the  table  as  “  Other  diseases  and 
accidents  of  parturition/’  which  also  include  those  due 
to  general  diseases  apart  from  pregnancy.  The  mean 
death  rate  for  the  last  10  years  is  3.6,  which  is  lower  than 
in  many  other  areas,  but  unfortunately  we  cannot  con¬ 
gratulate  ourselves  on  this  for  although  this  is  the 
actual  death  rate  it  gives  no  idea  of  the  many  cases  that 
exist  of  injury,  often  of  a  permanent  nature,  from  what 
should  be  a  physiological  process.

M aternal  M ortality. 
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It  is  now  the  duty  of  a  midwife  to  notify  all  deaths 
that  occur  in  her  practice  whether  as  a  midwife  or  as  a 
maternity  nurse.  This  rule  only  relates  to  the  period  in 
which  she  is  actually  in  attendance  and  consequently  if 
the  patient  is  removed  to  Hospital,  or  not  being  attended 
at  the  time  of  death  by  the  midwife,  the  death  is  not 
reported  by  her.  During  the  year  10  deaths  were  so 
reported  out  of  a  total  of  45  maternal  deaths  registered.

In  previous  reports  full  details  were  given  of  the 
scheme  approved  by  the  County  Council  for  providing 
the  services  of  obstetric  consultants  in  such  cases  where 
the  family  doctor  desires  his  assistance  at  any  time 
during  pregnancy,  during  labour,  or  during  the  puerper- 
ium.  Under  the  same  scheme  ante-natal  clinics  have 
been  established  in  connection  with  various  Infant 
Welfare  Centres  and  midwives  are  encouraged  to  take 
their  patients  there  for  examination  by  the  Medical 
Officer.  At  these  Centres  no  treatment  is  given  but  if 
such  is  found  necessary  the  midwives  are  advised  to 
send  the  patients  to  their  own  doctors.  Although  this 
is  the  second  year  that  the  scheme  which  allows  the 
family  doctors  to  call  in  consultants  has  been  in  operation, 
it  has  been  found  that  little  advantage  has  been  taken  of 
this  provision  and  during  the  year  consultants  were  only 
called  in  in  six  instances,  but  as  it  is  possible  that  the 
general  practitioners  have  sent  their  cases  directly  to 
the  Women’s  Hospitals  without  reference  to  the  County 
Council  Scheme,  and  as  I  have  no  information  on  this 
point,  it  cannot  be  assumed  that  the  six  cases  in  which 
consultants  were  called  out  is  a  true  index  of  the  con¬ 
sultations  between  family  doctors  and  the  specialists  in

64  Maternal  Mortality. 

(a)  Investigation  of  Maternal  Deaths. 

An  investigation  is  made  of  every  maternal  death 
notified  and  special  arrangements  have  been  made  with 
the  Registrars  of  Deaths  to  forward  to  the  office  copies 
of  the  entries  in  their  Registers  of  deaths  of  all  women 
between  15  and  45  years  of  age  so  that  it  can  be  decided 
which  should  be  classified  as  maternal  deaths.  By  an 
arrangement  made  with  the  whole-time  Medical  Officers 
of  Health  in  the  County,  the  investigation  of  these  deaths 
is  undertaken  by  them,  and  in  the  County  Health  Visiting 
Area  the  investigating  officer  is  one  of  the  Assistant 
Medical  Officers  of  the  County  Council.  In  areas  outside 
the  County  Health  Visiting  Area,  if  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  is  not  a  whole-time  officer,  the  investigation  is 
made  by  one  of  the  Assistant  Medical  Officers  of  the 
County  Council.  These  officers  are  empowered  to  obtain 
the  advice  of  a  consultant  if  any  difficulty  arises  in  the 
investigation  in  determining  the  cause  of  death. 


Reports  on  each  maternal  death  are  forwarded  to  the 
Ministry  of  Health  when  completed,  for  the  information 
of  the  special  committee  set  up  by  that  department  to 
deal  with  this  matter. 


(b)  Work  under  the  Puerperal  Fever  and 
Puerperal  Pyrexia  Regulations. 

In  the  last  2  Annual  Reports  the  scheme  adopted  by 
the  County  Council  for  carrying  out  the  duties  imposed 
by  these  Regulations  was  set  forth.  The  following  is  the 
number  of  notifications  during  1930: —

occurring  in  women  within  21  days  after  childbirth  or 
miscarriage,  in  which  a  temperature  of  100.4  or  more  has 
been  sustained  during  a  period  of  24  hours  or  has 
recurred  during  that  period.

It  will  be  observed  that  in  several  instances  the  rise 
of  temperature  could  not  be  definitely  associated  with  the 
puerperal  state,  and,  although  these  special  investigations 
have  taken  up  much  time  of  the  Midwives’  Inspectors, 
there  is  little  doubt  that  thev  were  worth  while  and  have 
resulted  in  no  case  of  septic  condition  of  the  genital  tract 
being  overlooked.  In  each  case  the  midwife,  according 
to  her  rules,  had  to  call  in  a  medical  practitioner,  so  that 
appropriate  treatment  could  be  given.  Such  cases  as 
comply  with  the  definition  given  would  then  be  notified 
by  the  medical  practitioner  under  the  Puerperal  Pyrexia 
Regulations,  and  during  the  year  a  second  opinion  was 
obtained  in  14  cases,  and  17  cases  sent  to  hospital.  In 
one  instance  the  patient  remained  at  home  and  a  special 
nurse  was  provided. 


Infantile  Mortality ■ — Ambulance  Facilities. 
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Infantile  Mortality. 

The  infant  mortality  rate  for  ,1930  was  64  per  thousand 
births  as  against  79  last  year.  The  rate  in  urban  districts 
was  64  compared  with  85,  and  in  the  rural  districts  63 
as  against  64  in  the  previous  year.  In  England  and 
Wales  in  1930  the  infant  mortality  rate  was  60  compared 
with  74  last  year.  It  has  been  often  noted  in  examining 
the  causes  of  death  of  children  under  one  year  that  in 
recent  years  there  has  been  no  reduction  in  the  deaths 
from  prematurity,  malnutrition,  and  such  like  causes,  and 
this  year  I  find  is  no  exception,  the  numbers  remaining 
substantially  the  same  as  in  former  years.  The  lower 
death  rate  in  1930  I  find  is  owing  to  the  few  deaths  that 
occurred  from  infectious  disease,  those  resulting  from 
other  causes  of  death  being  about  the  average  number. 

Under  the  rules  of  the  Central  Midwives’  Board  deaths 
of  infants  within  the  first  10  days  of  life  are  notified  by 
midwives  and  142  deaths  were  so  reported,  the  causes  of 
death  being  as  follows  : —

Clinics  &  Treatment  Centres. 

There  are  no  Out-patient  Departments  under  the 
control  of  the  Local  Authority.  The  County  Council 
have  established  31  combined  School  Clinics  and  Infant 
Welfare  Centres  and  8  Infant  Welfare  Centres.  The 
names  of  the  School  Clinics,  which  also  include  School 
Clinics  not  associated  with  Infant  Welfare  Centres  are 
shown  in  the  report  of  the  School  Medical  Officer.  The

In  the  County  Health  Visiting  Area,  there  are  three 
voluntary  Centres,  namely,  at  Mayfield,  Rocester  and 
Tutbury,«who  work  quite  apart  from  the  County  Council 
Scheme. 


Work  of  the  Centres  and  of  the  Health 

Visiting  Scheme. 

As  already  mentioned,  the  County  Health  Visiting 
Area  serves  a  population  of  305,980,  which  includes  13 
urban  and  14  rural  districts  as  well  as  two  parishes  form¬ 
ing  part  of  one  of  the  rural  districts  in  Shropshire. 

In  the  table  at  the  end  of  the  report  will  be  found 
details  of  the  work  at  the  Centres. 

In  1930,  633  attendances  were  made  by  expectant 
mothers  compared  with  587  in  the  previous  year. 

23,407  children  under  one  year  as  against  20,195  in 
1929  and  25,358  as  against  22,271  children  between  one 
and  five  years  attended  the  Centres. 
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It  will  be  seen  that  the  attendances  of  expectant 
mothers  are  gradually  growing  and,  as  already  noted 
under  the  section  on  midwives,  medical  advice  has  been 
sought  much  more  than  formerly  during  pregnancy.  In 
view  of  the  great  importance  now  attached  to  ante-natal 
care,  it  is  all  to  the  good  and  is  a  great  step  forward 
showing  that  the  measures  we  are  taking  to  reduce 
maternal  mortality  are  being  appreciated.  There  has  also 
been  an  increase  in  attendances  of  children  under  one 
year  and  between  one  and  five  years  of  age  at  the  Centres. 
The  increase  in  the  latter  is  especially  gratifying  because 
during  recent  years  great  efforts  have  been  made  to 
induce  the  mothers  to  bring  children  during  the  toddler 
age  for  examination  and  it  has  been  found  that  here,  as 
in  other  parts  of  the  country,  mothers,  while  fully  apprec¬ 
iating  tfie  necessity  of  bringing  their  children  to  the 
Centres  during  the  first  year  of  life,  often  find  it  difficult 
to  understand  why  they  should  attend  during  the  next 
few  years  before  they  start  attending  school,  especially 
those  who  are  apparently  in  g'ood  health. 

The  work  of  the  Centres  is  chiefly  educational;  cases 
requiring  treatment  being  sent  to  their  family  doctor, 
except  crippling  conditions  and  those  who  must  be  seen 
by  an  ophthalmic  surgeon.  82  cases  as  against  101  last 
year  were  sent  to  orthopaedic  hospitals  for  out-patient 
treatment  in  the  first  instance,  five  being  admitted  as  in¬ 
patients.  In  addition  18  more  patients  were  recom¬ 
mended  for  in-patient  treatment  than  in  the  previous 
year,  making  a  total  of  23  patients  admitted  to  hospital.

The  ophthalmic  surgeon  of  the  Education  Committee 
saw  109  children  during  the  year,  mostly  suffering  from 
squint.  Glasses  were  prescribed  in  79  cases  and  13  other 
cases  of  squint  were  treated.  In  addition,  9  special  cases 
were  referred  for  examination  and  were  dealt  with  by  the 
ophthalmic  surgeon. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  37  whole-time 
Health  Visitors  who  serve  a  population  of  approximately 
226,370,  one  of  whom  is  a  lecturer  on  mothercraft.  Under 
the  scheme  approved  by  the  Committee  three  lecturers 
were  to  be  appointed  but  it  was  not  found  possible  to  fill 
two  of  the  vacancies.  The  whole-time  Health  Visitors 
serve  the  more  thickly  populated  parts  of  the  Health 
Visiting  Area,  except  in  the  rural  districts  of  Cheadle, 
Leek,  Kingswinford,  Tutbury  and  Walsall.  In  the 
remainder  the  work  is  undertaken  by  46  part-time  Health 
Visitors  serving  a  population  of  approximately  79,610. 
These  are  District  Nurses  appointed  bv  District  Nursing 
Associations  who,  before  they  took  up  their  duties, 
received  special  instruction  at  Sedgley  under  the  direction 
of  the  whole-time  Health  Visitors  there.  In  addition, 
during  the  winter  months,  lectures  are  given  at  Stafford 
on  various  subjects  connected  with  Health  Visiting  work 
for  both  the  whole-time  and  part-time  Health  Visitors  so 
that  they  can  be  kept  informed  of  the  advancing  know¬ 
ledge  in  their  special  subject,  and  can  be  instructed 
individually  after  they  have  attended  these  lectures  at 
Stafford  in  any  matter  connected  with  their  work  in 
which  they  have  found  any  difficulty.

72  Clinics  and  Treatment  Centres — Venereal  Diseases. 

In  last  year’s  report  a  syllabus  was  given  of  the 
lectures  on  mothercraft  and  I  have  already  drawn 
attention  to  the  impossibility  of  appointing  the  three 
lecturers  approved  by  the  Committee,  so  that  we  have 
not  been  able  to  carry  out  the  scheme  completely  which 
provided  for  lectures  on  mothercraft  being  given  at  the 
ordinary  meetings  of  the  Welfare  Centres.  At  the 
beginning  of  the  year  we  had  two  lecturers,  one  left  at  the 
end  of  three  months.  In  this  period  she  had  given  76 
lectures  at  11  Centres  in  the  Central  and  Southern  Areas. 
The  other  lecturer,  who  is  still  on  the  staff,  gave  217 
lectures  at  10  Centres  in  the  Northern  part  of  the  County. 


A  point  has  been  made  of  not  making  these  lectures 
too  formal  and  of  encouraging  the  mothers  who  hear 
them  to  ask  questions  on  any  points  they  find  difficulty 
about.  I  am  glad  to  state  that  this  has  proved  entirely 
satisfactory  and  much  interest  has  been  aroused  by  those 
who  heard  them. 

The  County  Council  have  not  established  any  Ortho¬ 
paedic  Clinics,  but  have  arrangements  with  voluntary 
bodies  who  have  established  Orthopaedic  Clinics,  at  Leek, 
Hartshill,  Stafford,  Lichfield,  Tamworth  and  Dudley, 
where  cases  are  received  on  payment. 

The  Tuberculosis  Dispensaries  in  the  County  are 
under  the  control  of  the  Joint  Committee  for  Tubercul¬ 
osis.  There  are  twelve  dispensaries  of  which  four  are 
main  dispensaries  and  have  been  built  specially  for  the 
purpose. 


Venereal  Diseases. 

Linder  the  County  Council  scheme  for  the  treatment 
of  venereal  diseases  agreements  have  been  made  with 
voluntary  hospitals  at  Stoke-on-Trent,  Lichfield,  Wolver¬ 
hampton,  Walsall,  Dudley  and  Stourbridge  for  the 
establishment  of  special  clinics,  and  arrangments  have 
been  made  at  the  County  Bacteriological  Laboratory  for 
the  examination  of  specimens  received  from  the  Treat¬ 
ment  Centres  and  from  medical  practitioners  in  the 
administrative  County.

In  comparing  the  total  number  of  cases  treated  at  the 
clinics  with  those  for  last  year,  it  has  been  found  that  860 
patients  were  treated  as  against  709.  It  is  gratifying 
that  the  attendances  in  proportion  to  the  new  cases  still 
maintain  a  high  ratio.  These  figures  show  that  the 
patients  are  anxious  to  get  the  best  out  of  the  treatment. 

Systematic  intermediate  treatment  has  been  started  at 
the  North  Staffordshire  Royal  Infirmary. 

A  full-time  Medical  Officer  is  now  in  charge  at  the 
Guest  Hospital,  Dudley. 

At  the  end  of  1930  there  were  33  medical  practitioners 
authorised  to  receive  free  supplies  of  Salvarsan  or  its 
substitutes  for  the  cases  of  syphilis  in  their  practice;  13 
doctors  on  the  list  availed  themselves  of  this  provision 
during  the  year. 
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Water  Supplies. 

In  the  following  paragraphs  extracts  are  given  from 
the  reports  of  the  District  Medical  Officers  of  Health  of 
improvements  in  the  water  supply  in  their  area  that  have 
taken  place  during  the  year,  and  of  unsatisfactory 
conditions  now  existing  for  which  remedial  measures  are 
being  undertaken  or  will  have  to  be. 

Biddulph  U.D. — The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  in 
commenting  on  the  water  supply  of  this  area  states  that 
it  has  been  both  ample  and  constant  during  the  whole 
of  the  year,  but  he  then  goes  on  to  say  : — “  The  question 
of  storage  capacity,  however,  becomes  increasingly 
urgent,  and  in  my  opinion  the  Council  will  be  well 
advised  to  make  such  arrangements  as  are  necessary  to 
provide  for  the  construction  of  new  reservoirs  at  Biddulph 
Park  and  Biddulph  Moor  at  the  earliest  possible 
moment.” 

Lichfield  City. — In  July  the  Council  decided  to 
obtain  water  in  bulk  from  the  South  Staffordshire  Water¬ 
works  Company  in  place  of  the  existing  public  supply 
which  has  been  shown  to  be  unsatisfactory  in  several 
respects.  The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  now  reports 
that  the  supply  is  good  and  adequate. 

Quarry  Bank  U.D. — In  previous  reports  attention 
was  drawn  to  the  unsatisfactory  water  supply  at  Mearce 
Coppice.  The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  reports  that  the 
public  water  supply  is  being  extended  to  this  area  and 
that  this  work  is  in  progress. 

Rugeley  U.D. — During  the  year  the  water  from  the 
South  Staffordshire  Waterworks  Company  was  laid  on 
to  this  district  to  replace  the  unsatisfactory  supply 
previously  obtained. 

Sedgley  U.D. — “  With  the  exception  of  about  50 
houses  in  the  Goldthorn  Hill  Area,  which  is  supplied  with 
water  from  the  Wolverhampton  Corporation  mains,  the 
whole  of  the  district  is  supplied  by  the  South  Stafford¬ 
shire  Water  Works  Company.  The  water  is  drawn  from 
areas  outside  the  district :  the  supply  is  constant  and  of 
good  quality. 


Water  Supplies. 
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“  The  water  main  in  Gorge  Road  has  been  extended  by 
392  yards  of  6-in.  main,  and  42  houses  have  been 
connected  thereto.  In  addition  to  the  above  the  Wolver¬ 
hampton  Corporation  have  laid  283  yards  of  4-in.  main 
in  your  area,  and  connected  one  house/' 

Cannock  R.D.- — The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  reports 
that  arrangements  have  been  made  with  the  Wolver¬ 
hampton  Corporation  to  extend  their  mains  to  supply 
Stretton,  Lapley  and  Wheaton  Aston,  and  when  this 
work  is  completed  these  villages  will  obtain  a  much 
needed  water  supply. 

Cheadle  R.D. — The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  in 
commenting  on  the  water  supply  of  this  district  states 
that  Hollington,  Freehay  and  Boundary  are  still  inade¬ 
quately  supplied,  but  a  scheme  is  under  consideration 
for  supplying  the  two  former  villages  from  the  Tean 
Waterworks.  An  extension  from  the  Cheddleton  Water¬ 
works  has  also  been  agreed  to  and  forwarded  to  the 
Ministry  of  Health  for  approval,  to  supply  Caverswall 
Common  and  Weston  Coyney. 

Leek  R.D. — A  local  inquiry  was  held  by  the  Ministry 
of  Health  in  August  in  view  of  the  complaint  made  by 
the  County  Council  to  the  Ministry  of  Health  under  the 
Local  Government  Act  that  the  Claylake  area  of  the 
parish  of  Endon  is  not  adequately  supplied  with  water. 
As  a  result  the  District  Council  have  arranged  with  the 
Potteries  Water  Board  to  extend  the  main  to  supply  this 
area. 

Lichfield  R.D.- — The  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
reports  that  arrangements  have  been  made  with  the 
South  Staffordshire  Waterworks  Company  for  a  public 
supply  for  Brereton,  Armitage,  Longdon  and  Littlehay. 


Mayfield  R.D. — The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  again 
reports  that  the  only  available  supply  for  Calton  is  stored 
rainwater.  There  are  great  difficulties  in  securing  an 
adequate  supply  for  this  small  area  where  there  are  30 
somewhat  isolated  houses,  and  the  District  Council  have 
the  matter  under  consideration. 
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Newcastle  R.D. — The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  in 
his  annual  report  states:— “The  supply  has  continued  to 
be  satisfactory  as  to  quality.  No  complaints  were 
received  as  to  shortage,  but  there  is  always  this  risk  in 
the  parts  of  the  anea  supplied  by  wells,  in  time  of 
drou  ght. 

“  It  is  estimated  that  about  400  houses  in  the  district 
have  no  piped  supply.  These  are  in  the  more  isolated 
parts  and  draw  their  supply  from  wells.  At  Scot  Hay 
about  twenty  houses  draw  their  supply  from  three  stand¬ 
pipes  on  the  mains.  Action  was  taken  in  1930  in  relation 
to  this,  and  it  is  hoped  that  these  houses  will  shortly 
have  an  internal  supply.  At  Crackley  house-holders 
have  to  carry  water  a  considerable  distance;  during  the 
year  arrangements  were  made  with  Audley  Urban 
District  whereby  an  extension  of  the  main  is  to  be  carried 
to  the  houses  in  question  and  application  was  made  to 
the  Ministry  for  a  loan  in  December.  For  Betley,  where 
practically  all  the  houses  are  supplied  by  public  and 
private  wells,  negotiations  have  been  carried  on  during 
the  year  with  Nantwich  Rural  District  Council  for  the 
provision  of  a  piped  supply,  and  it  is  hoped  that  this  will 
be  available  before  long.” 

Seisdon  R.D. — The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  reports 
that: — “  By  arrangement  with  the  Wolverhampton  Corp¬ 
oration  the  water  mains  have  been  extended  at  Codsall 
Wood  and  a  number  of  houses  there  connected  to  same. 
Such  houses  previously  obtained  their  supplies  from  wells 
which  were  not  satisfactory.' 

“  Small  water  main  extensions  in  Ivinver  parish, 
namely  in  Prestwood  Road,  White  Hill,  and  New  Wood 
Road,  Wollaston,  were  carried  out  during  the  year.” 

Stafford  R.D. — The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  in  his 
annual  report  states : — 1 “  The  din.  water  main  was 
extended  to  Coley,  Colwich,  thus  making  tap  water 
available  for  five  farms  and  five  cottages.  An  extension 
was  also  made  from  Great  Haywood  to  Little  Tixall  to 
supply  some  four  cottages. 

“  During  the  year  thirteen  samples  of  water  were 
analysed.  Of  these,  ten  were  passed  as  suitable  and  it  is 
being  urged  that  tap  water  should  be  laid  on  in  the  other 
three  cases.” 
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Stone  R.D. — The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  reports 
that  the  water  supply  of  Eccleshall  and  Acton  remains 
unsatisfactory. 

Tutbury  R.D. — “  In  quantity  the  supply  is  deficient 
in  dry  weather  in  parts  of  the  parish  of  Hanbury.” 


Uttoxeter  R.D. — Arrangements  have  now  been  made 
with  the  Uttoxeter  Urban  District  Council  to  supply  the 
villages  of  Rocester  and  Stamshall. 


Rivers  Pollution  Prevention. 

A  Hydrographical  Survey  of  the  River  Trent  was 
instituted  by  the  Standing  Committee  on  River 
Pollution  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries 
in  1923,  and  has  been  continued  yearly  since  that  date. 

In  the  accompanying  Table  the  percentage  of  oxygen 
saturation  in  the  streams  at  certain  fixed  points  is  shown. 
The  extent  of  the  pollution  can  be  judged  when  it  is 
remembered  that  a  percentage  saturation  of  oxygen 
below  65  means  that  the  stream  is  too  polluted  to  support 
fish  life.  On  reference  to  the  Table  it  will  be  noticed 
that  the  heavy  pollution  of  the  streams  that  is  now  taking 
place  in  the  industrial  areas  is  observed  for  a  considerable 
distance  down  stream.  Unfortunately,  as  the  streams  in 
the  industrial  areas  are  so  small,  the  degree  of  purifica¬ 
tion  of  effluents  before  discharge  into  them  has  to  be 
much  greater  than  if  they  found  their  way  into  a  large 
river  and,  consequently,  the  expense  is  correspondingly 
greater.  In  last  year’s  Report  a  summary  of  the  work 
undertaken  by  the  various  Sanitary  Authorities  during 
the  year  was  given,  and  this  year  similar  details  are 
included  in  the  succeeding  paragraphs.

Audley  LSD. — - 

“  During  1930  no  important  change  was  effected  in  the 
methods  of  sewage  disposal,  but  in  January,  1931,  work 
was  started  on  the  scheme  for  sewerage  and  sewage 
disposal  on  the  Audley  side  of  the  district.  This  scheme 
includes  provision  for  a  population  of  7,500  people,  and 
under  it  sewage  from  six  existing  out-falls  will  be  taken 
to  a  disposal  works  near  Alsager  Road,  on  the  North 
side  of  Audley  village.  It  is  estimated  that  it  will  be 
necessary  to  convert  about  1,000  privy-vaults  and  pan¬ 
privies  to  the  water-carriage  system,  and  in  December, 
1930,  application  was  made  to  the  Ministry  for  power  to 
adopt  Sections  39  to  42  (inclusive)  of  the  Public  Health 
Acts  Amendment  Act,  1907. 

“  Disposal  of  sewage  in  part  of  the  Talke  side  of  the 
district  is  still  most  unsatisfactory.  At  the  site  known 
as  “  The  Hollins,”  below  Newcastle  Road,  the  system 
employed  is  one  of  modified  broad  irrigation  after  settle¬ 
ment.  Crude  sewage  enters  it  at  a  point  only  a  few  yards 
from  the  backs  of  a  group  of  houses  in  Newcastle  Road, 
and  although  the  area  of  land  employed  has  recently 
been  increased  from  about  four  to  eight  acres, 
and  extra  efforts  have  been  made  to  use  it  to  the  best 
advantage,  it  is  still  inadequate,  dealing  as  it  does  with 
the  sewage  of  an  estimated  population  of  about  1,100.  In 
addition  the  clay  sub-soil  at  this  point  is  unsuitable  for 
such  a  method  of  disposal. 

“  Suitable  sites  for  disposal  would  be  either  at  Lawton 
meadows,  where  the  sewage  from  Butt  Lane  is  treated 
fairly  satisfactorily  by  percolation  on  old  slag-heaps,  or 
preferably,  at  the  disposal  works  at  Kidsgrove.” 

Biddulph  U.D. — “  During  the  year  one  bacteria  bed 
has  been  added  to  the  existing  works  at  Marsh  Green  and 
came  into  operation  during  January,  1931. 


“  The  treatment  of  sewage  at  these  works  can  now  be 
considered  most  satisfactory,  the  effluent  being  excellent, 
but  it  must  be  stated  that  any  appreciable  addition  to  the 
amount  of  sewage  at  present  being  dealt  with  will 
necessitate  further  additions  to  the  works.” 
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Newcastle  R.D. — “  The  septic  tank  installation  deal¬ 
ing  with  the  sewage  from  the  twelve  council  houses  at 
Keele  has  been  overhauled  during  the  year;  several 
repairs  were  carried  out  and  the  filter  tanks  were  cleaned 
and  refilled  with  fresh  filtering  material.  The  effluent 
from  this  installation  is  very  satisfactory.” 

RIVER  TRENT  WATERSHED. 

Leek  U.D. — “  The  Surveyor  has  prepared  for  the 
Health  Committee  a  comprehensive  scheme  for  sewerage 
and  sewage  disposal,  capable  of  dealing  with  the  whole 
of  the  present  area  and  certain  adjoining  areas,  and  the 
scheme  is  before  the  Ministry  of  Health  for  their 
sanction.” 

Cheadle  R.D. — Great  strides  have  been  made 
towards  modernising  the  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal 
in  many  parts  of  the  district. 

“  Cheadle. — The  new  works  have  been  completed,  and 
a  small  extension  of  approximately  130  yards  of  9  inch 
sewer  has  been  made  at  Cheadle  Mill.  A  scheme  has  been 
submitted  to  the  Ministry  of  Health  for  the  sewering  of 
the  Cheadle  Mill  Road,  which  would  serve  the  Isolation 
Hospital.  There  is  every  indication  of  this  work  being 
carried  out,  and  when  completed,  it  should  enable  the 
small  disposal  works  at  the  Isolation  Hospital  to  be 
abandoned.  Several  small  sewer  extensions  will  be 
necessary  to  enable  the  district  to  obtain  the  fullest 
advantage  from  the  new  main  outfall  sewer  recently 
constructed. 

“  Kingsley.- — Several  extensions  to  the  sewers  in  this 
village  have  been  made.  A  total  length  of  450  yards  of 
new  sewers  with  manholes  have  been  completed. 

“  Forshrook  and  Blythe  Bridge.— These  works  are  near¬ 
ing  completion. 

“  W errington. — -The  sewerage  and  disposal  works  for 
this  part  of  the  district  are  being  constructed,  and  it  is 
expected  will  be  completed  by  the  autumn  of  this  year. 

“  Ched  diet  on. — The  Local  Authority  have  instructed 
their  surveyor  to  prepare  a  scheme  for  the  sewering  of 
Cheddleton  and  Wetley  Rocks  area. 
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“  Weston  Coyney. — Owing  to  the  development  of  this 
part  of  the  district,  it  will  be  necessary  to  make 
extensions  to  the  sewers  in  order  to  avoid  the  cons¬ 
truction  of  innumerable  cesspools  or  septic  tanks.” 

Newcastle  M.B.  and  Wolstanton  U.D. — “  No 
change  has  taken  place  at  the  works  and  conditions 
remain  as  stated  in  my  Annual  Report  for  1928.  I  under¬ 
stand,  however,  that  negotiations  are  still  taking  place 
with  the  view  of  treating  the  sewage  from  this  area  at 
the  new  disposal  works  in  course  of  construction  by  the 
City  of  Stoke-on-Trent  at  Strongford.” 

City  of  Stoke-on-Trent. — Good  progress  is  being 
made  with  the  construction  of  the  works  at  Strongford 
in  substitution  of  those  existing  at  Stoke  and  Fenton. 

The  construction  of  the  Eastern  Valley  Trunk  Sewer 
is  in  progress. 

Stone  R.D. 

“  Walton. — A  scheme  for  the  sewering  of  Walton  is 
now  being  carried  out. 

“  Barlaston. — A  sewage  scheme  for  this  village  is 
urgently  needed.” 

Stafford  R.D. 

“  Berkszvich  Sewage  Disposal. — The  erection  of  houses 
in  this  Parish  continues  at  a  progressive  pace,  and  the 
question  of  the  sewage  disposal  is  becoming  a  pressing 
need.  The  matter  has  been  under  the  consideration  of 
the  Council,  but  at  the  present  time  nothing  definite  is 
being-  done  in  the  matter.  The  sub-soil  varies  between 
heavy  clay  and  gravel.  In  the  latter  the  effluent  is  satis¬ 
factorily  dealt  with,  but  in  the  former  the  nature  of  the 
clay  sub-soil  precludes  any  absorption  of  any  effluent, 
and  in  these  cases  it  becomes  a  menace  to  health,  and  the 
whole  question  should  be  dealt  with  without  further 
delay,  as  it  certainly  eventually  will  have  to  be.” 

Uttoxeter  U.D. — “  The  present  system  of  sewage 
disposal  is  being  used  to  its  utmost  capacity.  The  sewage 
from  the  new  houses  erected,  and  the  conversion  of 
privies  into  W.C.’s  has  increased  the  volume,  and  it  is 
entirely  beyond  the  capacity  of  the  present  sewage  works. 
Therefore,  it  has  been  necessary  to  call  in  an  engineer 
who  is  making  a  thorough  examination  and  will  submit 
a  Scheme  to  you.” 
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Rugeley  U.D. — “  Arrangements  are  at  present  under 
consideration  for  improving  the  present  inadequate 
Sewage  Works.” 

Uttoxeter  R.D. 

Rocester. — -The  village  of  Rocester  has  a  good  system 
of  sewerage  but  the  disposal  works  are  inadequate. 

Wolverhampton  County  Borough. — The  construc¬ 
tion  of  the  new  works  mentioned  in  my  Annual  Report 
last  year  is  making  progress. 

Cannock  U.D. — “  The  growth  of  the  district  having 
rendered  the  sewage  disposal  works  inadequate,  proposals 
are  now  far  advanced  for  their  extension. 

“  During  the  year  considerable  lengths  of  new  sewers, 
amounting  in  the  aggregate  to  2.32  miles,  have  been  laid.” 

Cannock  R.D. — “  During  the  year  the  work  of  re¬ 
constructing  and  improving  the  joint  sewage  works  at 
Littlewood  (Cheslvn  Hay  and  Great  Wyrley)  and  at 
Brewood,  is  in  hand.” 

“  The  scheme  of  sewerage  and  sewage  works  for 
Penkridge  when  completed  will  lessen  the  pollution  of 
the  River  Penk.” 

Lichfield  R.D. — The  Surveyor  states  in  the  Medical 
Officer’s  Annual  Report  as  follows  — 

“  Whittington. — These  works,  after  the  re-organization 
outlined  in  my  last  report,  are  now  working  very  satis¬ 
factorily  and  producing  a  satisfactory  effluent. 

“  Streethay. — These  works  have  produced  a  fairly 
satisfactory  effluent  during  the  past  year,  but  again 
trouble  has  been  experienced  in  the  outfall  sewer  owing 
to  its  being  broken  in  by  traffic  crossing  over  it.  The 
same  remarks  apply  as  in  my  last  report  concerning  any 
possible  development  in  Streethay,  and  again  on  several 
occasions  recourse  has  had  to  be  made  to  land  treatment 
of  the  sewage  effluent. 
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“  Wailing  Street.- — On  one  or  two  occasions  the  effluent 
from  these  works  has  not  been  satisfactory,  and  upon 
investigation  this  was  found  to  be  due  to  defective  dosing 
by  the  syphon,  and  when  this  was  remedied  a  stable 
effluent  was  soon  obtained  again. 


“  Chasetown,  Chase  Terrace,  Burntwood,  Hammerwich 
and  Triangle. — The  new  works  completed  last  year  for 
the  treatment  of  sewage  in  these  places  have  now  settled 
down  to  their  work,  and  in  each  case  are  producing  a 
satisfactory  effluent.” 

“  Brereton. — At  Brereton  Village  a  scheme  has  been 
prepared  and  will  shortly  be  sent  to  the  Ministry  of 
Health  for  re-sewering  the  whole  of  Brereton  village,  and 
installing  adequate  sewage  disposal  works  for  the  treat¬ 
ment  of  the  sewage. 

“  Alrewas. — Conditions  remain  the  same  at  Alrewas, 
but  it  is  hoped  that  during  the  ensuing  year  the  new 
works  will  be  commenced,  and  within  a  short  time  now 
the  disposal  of  sewage  at  Alrewas  will  be  revised  and  put 
into  a  thoroughly  satisfactory  condition. 

“  Little  Aston,  Streetley  and  Shenstone  Wood  End.- — 
During  the  past  year  a  start  has  been  made  on  the  re¬ 
construction  of  the  sewage  disposal  works  at  Forge  Lane, 
Little  Aston,  the  laying  of  sewers  in  practically  the  whole 
of  the  remainder  of  Streetley  previously  not  served  with 
sewers,  and  in  the  laying  of  a  sewer  and  rising  main  at 
Shenstone  Wood  End  and  the  construction  of  a  pumping 
station  to  pump  the  sewage  into  the  Streetley  sewers. 
These  works  are  now  well  in  hand,  and  will  be  completed 
by  the  early  autumn,  and  when  completed  this  part  of 
the  Council’s  area  will  be  extremely  well  served  with 
sewers,  and  have  a  thoroughly  efficient  sewage  disposal 
works  to  treat  the  sewage  conveyed  by  these  sewers. 


“  The  exisiting  works  at  Forge  Lane  have  continued 
to  be  overloaded  during  the  past  year,  and  have  required 
great  care  and  attention  to  maintain  them  working  in 
anything  line  a  reasonable  condition,  and  producing  a 
satisfactory  effluent. 
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“  Stonnall  and  Lynn. — A  start  was  made  during  the 
past  year  on  the  laying  of  a  complete  new  sewer  through 
Stonnall  and  Lynn  and  the  construction  of  sewage 
disposal  works  at  Lynn  for  both  these  places.  These  works 
are  all  very  near  completion,  and  early  in  the  coming 
year  will  be  started  in  operation,  and  thereby  eliminate 
two  existing  disposal  works  which  are  thoroughly  in¬ 
efficient/’ 

RIVER  TAME. 

Oldbury  U.D.  (Worcestershire). — An  Engineer  has 
been  engaged  to  prepare  a  scheme  for  a  new  works. 

Brownhills  U.D. — No  sewerage  work  has  been 
carried  out  during  the  past  year. 

“  The  construction  of  the  new  bacteria  beds  at  the 
sewage  farm  is  so  far  advanced  that  the  order  has  been 
placed  for  the  necessary  distributors. 

“  The  Council  have  engaged  Mr.  Robert  Green, 
Consulting  Engineer,  Birmingham,  to  report  upon  a 
scheme  for  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  at  Norton 
Canes.” 

Walsall  R.D. — “  The  Council  have  employed  Messrs. 
Wilcox  &  Raikes  of  Birmingham,  Civil  and  Consultant 
Engineers,  to  prepare  a  scheme  for  the  enlargement  and 
improvement  of  the  Goscote  Disposal  Works  which  deals 
with  the  sewage  from  Rushall  and  Pelsall,  and  they  have 
also  instructed  this  firm  to  prepare  a  scheme  for  the 
enlargement  of  the  Sewage  Disposal  Works  at  Aldridge 
to  include  the  provision  of  a  new  hydraulic  sewer. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

“  The  following  works  have  been  carried  out  by  the 
Council. 

“  About  141  yards  of  12in.  pipe  sewers,  2,435  yards  of 
9in.,  and  284  yards  of  bin.  pipe  sewers  have  been  laid  in 
Foley  Road,  Chester  Road  and  Wood  Lane  with  the 
necessary  manholes,  etc.  in  the  Streetly  district  of  the 
Parish  of  Great  Barr. 

“  Allen  Lane,  Pelsall. — 1,150  yards  of  9in.  pipe  sewer 
completed  in  the  year. 

“  Birmingham  Road,  Great  Barr. — 1,383  yards  of  9in. 
pipe  sewer  completed  in  the  year.” 
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Sedgley  U.D. — “  The  work  of  connecting  house 
drainage  with  the  public  sewers  continues  in  each  of  the 
drainage  areas.  At  Sedgley  practically  the  whole  of  the 
premises  which  can  be  drained  into  the  Turls  Hill  Works 
are  connected.  At  Upper  Gornal  good  progress  has  been 
made  in  draining  the  Kent  Street  area,  and  at  Lower 
Gornal  the  rate  of  progress  has  been  well  maintained. 
In  many  of  the  Streets  where  the  worst  conditions  of 
drainage  existed  the  work  is  almost  completed.  There 
are  still  a  large  number  of  houses  in  this  area  without 
proper  drainage,  and  every  effort  should  be  made  to 
complete  the  work  at  the  earliest  possible  date.  During 
the  year  261  houses  have  been  provided  with  new  drain¬ 
age  systems,  and  since  the  completion  of  the  new  sewage 
disposal  works  2,031  improperly  drained  houses  and 
premises  have  been  redrained  and  connected  with  the 
public  sewers. 

“  The  disposal  works  at  Sedgley  and  Upper  Gornal, 
situated  in  the  Tame  watershed,  and  the  disposal  works 
at  Lower  Gornal,  situated  in  the  Stour  watershed,  still 
continue  to  give  satisfactory  results,  and  are  kept  in  a 
very  efficient  manner. 

“  Gospel  End  and  Gibbon's  Hill  Sewerage. — A  scheme 
for  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal  has  been  prepared  for 
dealing  with  these  outstanding  areas  in  Sedgley,  and 
provision  has  been  made  therein  for  the  Goldthorn  Park 
Estate,  now  in  course  of  development.  The  Council  are 
awaiting  the  sanction  of  the  Ministry  of  Health,  when 
further  progress  will  be  possible.” 

“  This  scheme  embraces  about  6\  miles  of  sewers, 
Rising  Main,  Pumping  Station  at  Goldthorn  Hill,  and 
Sewage  Disposal  Works  at  Gospel  End.” 

Dudley  C.B.  (Worcestershire). — The  new  works 
mentioned  in  my  last  year’s  Annual  Report  for  the  Priory 
Estate  area  are  now  completed  and  house  connections  are 
being  made.  This  will  deal  with  gross  pollution  of  the 
Adden  Brook  a  tributary  of  the  Tame  by  the  drainage 
from  the  Guest  Hospital. 

Short  Heath  U.D. — “  An  additional  filter  and  a  new 
storm  water  overflow  tank  have  been  added  to  the  sewage 
disposal  works  at  New  Invention,  and  the  works  both 
here  and  in  Clarks  Lane  give  satisfactory  results.  Practi¬ 
cally  the  whole  area  is  now  sewered,  and  extensions  have 
been  carried  out  to  the  site  of  new  houses.” 
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Bilston  U.D. — “  The  greater  part  of  the  district  is 
sewered,  the  only  exception  being  the  outlying  portions 
of  Bradley  and  Ettingshall  and  a  small  area  in  the  High 
Town  ward.  These  areas  consist  chiefly  of  waste  land 
and  contain  works  and  a  small  number  of  dwellings.  The 
provision  of  sewers  for  these  areas  could  only  be  carried 
out  at  an  enormous  cost. 

“  An  agreement  has  been  entered  into  with  the  Urban 
District  Council  of  Coseley  providing  for  the  purification 
at  the  Lunt  Works  of  the  drainage  from  the  Northern 
area  of  Coseley  comprising  some  2,500  houses  and  the 
necessary  extensions  of  the  Sewage  Disposal  Works  has 
been  completed. 

“  The  Council  also  undertake  the  purification  of  the 
drainage  from  certain  areas  of  the  Darlaston  and  Willen- 
hall  Urban  Districts  and  Wolverhampton. 

“  The  works  continue  to  be  maintained  in  an  excellent 
manner  and  to  produce  effluent  of  good  quality  discharged 
into  the  Bilston  Brook,  a  tributary  of  the  River  Tame.” 

Tipton  U.D. — “  A  scheme  for  the  utilization  of  the 
old  storm  water  filters  for  the  distribution  of  sewage  was 
submitted  to  the  Ministry  of  Health  and  the  Unemploy¬ 
ment  Grants  Committee  and  their  approval  received. 
Work  has  been  commenced  upon  the  construction  of 
three  additional  distributor  beds  and  machinery  and  this, 
it  is  hoped  will  be  completed  early  in  the  new  year.  The 
provision  of  the  additional  distributors  will  relieve  the

overloading  at  present  being  borne  by  the  existing  filter 
beds.” 


Wednesfield  U.D. — The  construction  of  the  new 
sewage  works  was  nearly  complete  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

West  Bromwich  C.B. — A  scheme  is  being  prepared 
for  a  new  works  by  the  Borough  Engineer. 

Tamworth  Urban  and  Rural  (Joint) — Communica¬ 
tions  have  passed  between  the  County  Council  and  the 
Sewage  Disposal  Joint  Committee  about  the  unsatis¬ 
factory  state  of  the  Sewage  Works,  but  the  matter  has 
been  deferred  pending  the  decision  of  Parliament  as  to 
the  extension  of  the  Borough  boundaries. 
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RIVER  SEVERN  WATERSHED. 

Seisdon  R.D. 

“  Codsall  and  Wrottesley  ( part  of)  Sewerage. — This 
proposed  scheme  could  not  be  proceeded  with  in  1930, 
but  I  understand  that  it  has  since  been  actually  com¬ 
menced,  and  that  the  intention  is  to  proceed  with  and 
complete  it  as  quickly  as  possible. 

“  Lower  Penn  Sewerage  Scheme. — Work  on  the  above 
Scheme  was  commenced  in  September  last,  and  since  the 
end  of  the  year  the  Scheme  has  been  completed. 

“  IV o  m  ho  urn  Sewerage. — The  Council  contemplate 
adopting  a  Scheme  for  the  sewerage  of  the  Village  of 
Wombourn  if  a  grant  in  aid  thereof  can  be  obtained  from 
the  Unemployment  Grants  Committee. 

“  Kinver. — Owing  to  the  bad  effluent  obtained  from 
the  Kinver  Sewage  Works  the  District  Council  have 
instructed  an  Engineer  to  provide  a  scheme  for  their 
re-construction.” 

Tettenhall  U.D. — “  The  new  sewage  scheme  is  now 
in  operation.” 

Quarry  Bank  U.D. — “  The  past  year  has  seen  a  great 
and  much  needed  extension  to  your  sewerage  system,  the 
largest  advance  since  the  war. 

“  Some  1,500  yards  of  new  sewers  have  been  laid  in 
the  following  roads : — Stour  Hill,  Brook  Street,  Evers 
Street,  Brick-kiln  Street  and  Coppice  Lane.  The  last 
named  will  carry  the  sewage  from  the  Council’s  new 
Housing  Site,  and  also  from  the  proposed  new  schools. 
They  all  discharge  into  the  Upper  Stour  Valley  Main 
Sewerage  Boards’  Sewerage  system,  to  be  ultimately 
treated  by  them  at  their  disposal  works. 

“  The  Coppice  Lane  extension  was  carried  out  as  an 
Unemployment  Relief  Scheme  for  which  a  grant  was 
obtained  from  the  Unemployment  Grants  Committee. 

“  Some  pollution  still  takes  place  in  the  Birch  Coppice 
area,  and  the  sewage  disposal  in  this  district  should 
receive  the  early  consideration  of  the  Council.” 
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Kingswinford  R.D. — “  Although  the  Ministry  sanc¬ 
tioned  a  loan  last  year  for  the  purchase  of  an  additional 
40  acres  of  land,  this  has  not  yet  been  used.” 

Rowley  Regis  U.D. — “  In  places  slight  subsidences 
have  occurred  which  necessitate  frequent  flushing  by  the 
Surveyor’s  Department.  The  sewers  appear  to  work 
fairly  well  though  the  surface  water  drains  would  appear 
in  some  places  to  be  surcharged  during  heavy  storms. 

“  In  the  Oakham  area,  no  sewage  disposal  exists  and 
the  Council  have  taken  steps  to  have  a  large  extension 
of  the  drainage  system  installed.  This  will  make  it 
possible  for  the  elimination  of  250  privies  which  now 
exist  in  the  area,  thus  bringing  practically  all  the  houses 
under  the  water  carriage  system.” 

CONTRIBUTIONS  TO  DISTRICT  COUNCILS 
FOR  WATER  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

SCHEMES. 

Under  Section  57  (1)  of  the  Local  Government  Act, 
1929,  County  Councils  may  make  contributions  to 
District  Councils  in  connection  with  the  following 
works : — 

1.  Provision  or  maintenance  of  sewers  or  sewage 

disposal  works. 

2.  Provision  or  maintenance  of  supply  of  water. 

3.  Improvement  of  an  existing  water  supply. 

It  may  be  desirable  to  quote  the  Sub-section  in  detail : 

“  the  council  of  a  county  may  agree  to  contribute 
“  towards  the  expenditure  incurred,  whether  before 
“  or  after  the  commencement  of  this  Act,  by  the 
“  council  of  a  district  wholly  or  partly  within  the 
“  county  in  the  provision  or  maintenance  of  any 
“  sewers  or  sewage  disposal  works,  or  of  a  supply 
“  of  water,  or  in  the  improvement  of  an  existing 
”  supply  of  waiter,  such  sums  as  appear  to  them 
”  to  be  reasonable  having  regard  to  the  resources 
“  of  the  district  and  the  circumstances  of  the  case.” 
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It  will  be  noted  that  the  making  of  a  contribution  is 
optional,  and  that  contributions  may  be  made  towards 
expenditure  already  incurred  for  the  above  purposes.  The 
amount  of  the  contribution  is  entirely  at  the  discretion 
of  the  County  Council,  and  no  basis  is  prescribed  as  to 
the  fixing  of  such  contribution. 

By  Section  56  (1)  of  the  Local  Government  Act,  1929, 
Rural  District  Councils  are  empowered  to  contribute  out 
of  their  general  rate  towards  expenses  to  be  charged 
specially  on  an  area  within  their  district.  It  is  desired 
that  specific  attention  be  called  to  this  power  as  it  may 
reasonably  be  contended  that  Rural  District  Councils 
should  contribute  towards  the  improvement  and  possible 
development  of  parts  of  their  district,  and  further  the 
submission  of  a  scheme  by  a  Rural  District  Council  to 
which  they  are  prepared  to  contribute  would  ensure  to 
a  great  extent  that  the  scheme  was  a  sound  one. 

Considerable  thought  has  been  given  as  to  the  recom¬ 
mendation  of  a  policy  whereby  contributions  by  the 
County  Council  shall  be  given  as  far  as  possible  on  an 
equitable  basis,  as  it  must  be  borne  in  mind  that  in  many 
Urban  and  Rural  Districts  in  the  County,  schemes  in 
respect  of  both  Water  and  Sewage  have  already  been 
provided  wholly  at  the  expense  of  the  area  served,  with 
the  result,  of  course,  that  if  contributions  are  made  by 
the  County  Council  such  districts  will,  in  addition  to 
having  to  bear  their  own  local  burden,  have  to  contribute 
through  the  County  Rate  towards  the  cost  of  schemes  of 
other  areas. 

The  only  really  equitable  way  of  dealing  with  this 
most  difficult  question  is  to  pool  the  expenditure  of  the 
whole  of  the  District  Councils  in  the  County  on  existing 
and  future  schemes,  and  raise  the  amount  required 
through  the  County  Rate.  It  may  well  be  thought,  how¬ 
ever,  that  the  present  time  is  not  opportune  for  this 
drastic  step  to  be  taken. 

In  an  endeavour  to  find  a  method  whereby  an  equit¬ 
able  and  uniform  basis  of  contribution  could  be 
recommended,  information  has  been  obtained  from  all 
District  Councils  in  the  County  as  to  the  General  and 
Special  Rates  for  sewage  and  water  supply  levied  within 
their  respective  areas  for  the  current  year,  with  a  view 
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of  comparing  the  average  position  in  the  County  as  a 
whole  with  that  of  the  district  making  application  for  a 
contribution.  After  full  and  careful  consideration  of 
these  figures,  however,  it  appears  quite  impossible  to 
arrive  at  a  uniform  basis.  So  far  as  the  General  Rates 
borne  by  the  various  areas  are  concerned  there  is  little 
difficulty  in  arriving  at  the  average  position  in  the  Urban 
and  Rural  portions  of  the  County  as  a  whole,  but  as 
regards  Special  Rates  it  is  clear  that  from  the  varying 
circumstances  which  obtain  in  individual  special  rating 
areas  a  true  average  cannot  be  ascertained. 

It  seems,  therefore,  that  there  is  no  alternative  but  to 
consider  each  application  on  its  merits,  bearing  in  mind 
so  far  as  this  can  be  done  the  financial  position  of  the 
district  in  question  as  compared  with  the  remaining 
Districts  in  the  County.  The  data  that  has  been  obtained 
will  be  invaluable  for  this  purpose. 

The  general  policy  adopted  by  the  County  Council  is  as 
follows : — 

(1)  Contributions  shall  be  subject  to  scheme  having 
the  prior  approval  of  the  County  Council,  who 
shall  be  satisfied  that  the  area  concerned  is  unable 
to  undertake  the  expenditure  involved  without 
undue  hardship  to  the  ratepayers  of  such  area. 

(2)  That  each  application  for  a  contribution  shall 
include  a  detailed  estimate  of  the  cost  of  the 
scheme  and  the  estimated  charge  on  the  rates  of 
the  area  affected. 

(3)  That  in  the  case  of  Rural  District  Councils  the 
County  Council  will  not  as  a  general  rule  make 
a  contribution  until  the  Rural  District  Council  in 
question  has  first  agreed  to  contribute  a  sum  to- 
words  the  expenditure  of  a  particular  scheme  out 
of  the  General  Rate  for  such  District. 

(4)  That  in  fixing  the  amount  of  a  contribution  to  a 
District  Council  the  financial  position  of  the  area 
affected  shall  be  considered  and  compared  as  far 
as  possible  with  the  remaining  districts  of  the 
County. 
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(5)  That  the  County  Council’s  contribution  shall  be 
by  way  of  an  annual  payment  based  on  the 
amount  which  would  fall  to  be  met  by  rate  after 
crediting  the  District  Council’s  contribution,  an 
exception  to  be  made  in  cases  where,  in  view  of 
the  comparatively  small  amount  of  expenditure 
involved,  the  contribution  may  be  made  by  a 
lump  sum. 

(6)  That  as  the  first  contribution  will  have  been 
assessed  on  estimated  figures  such  contribution 
shall  be  subject  to  revision  on  production  of 
actual  figures,  and  considered  annually  after 
review  of  the  financial  position  of  the  District, 
and  after  the  particular  scheme  has  been  in  oper¬ 
ation  for  a  full  year. 

(7)  That  any  contribution  by  the  County  Council  to 
a  District  Council  shall  be  applied  in  reduction 
of  the  charge  on  the  special  area  (if  any)  liable 
for  the  cost  of  the  scheme. 

During  the  year  two  applications  from  District 
Councils  were  dealt  with ;  in  one  case  the  contribution 
was  agreed  to,  but  not  in  the  other. 

Contributions  towards  three  other  schemes  were 
considered  but  were  deferred  for  further  information. 


Housing 

The  following  table  which  has  been  prepared  from 
information  supplied  by  District  Medical  Officers  of 
Health  shows  the  number  of  houses  built  in  each  sanitary 
district  during  the  year,  with  the  exception  of  Tamworth 
R.D.,  Blore  Heath  R.D.,  and  the  Staffordshire  parishes 
of  Shifnal  R.D.  in  Shropshire.  It  will  be  seen  that  2,366 
houses  were  completed  in  the  year,  of  which  1,198  were 
built  by  Local  Authorities.  The  table  also  shows  that 
1,302  out  of  the  2,366  houses  built  were  erected  with 
state  assistance  under  the  Housing  Acts.  Compared  with 
last  year  there  has  been  a  considerable  fall  in  numbers 
for,  in  1929,  3,479  houses  were  built,  the  actual  reduction 
being  845  houses  in  urban  districts  and  268  in  rural 
districts  of  the  county.

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Another  table  has  been  prepared  to  show  the  housing 
work  undertaken  by  sanitary  authorities  under  the  Public 
Health  (Housing)  Acts  and  compared  with  a  similar 
table  that  was  given  in  last  year’s  report  it  appears  that 
more  attention  is  now  being  given  to  this  work.  It  will 
be  observed  that  many  of  the  repairs  undertaken  have 
followed  an  informal  notice  issued  by  the  sanitary 
inspectors  and  that  it  has  not  been  necessary  in  the  vast 
majority  of  cases  for  Local  Authorities  to  do  the  work 
required  at  the  expense  of  the  owners  under  Section  3  of 
the  1925  Act. 

The  District  Medical  Officers  of  Health  in  their 
annual  reports  for  this  year  have  commented  fully  on  the 
housing  conditions  in  their  areas  and  the  duty  of  reading 
these  reports  has  proved  to  be  a  melancholy  one  for,  in 
every  area  except  three,  reference  has  been  made  to  over¬ 
crowding  existing  in  all  districts.  I  have  already  referred 
to  the  fact  that  fewer  houses  have  been  built  this  year 
than  in  1929  so  that  it  is  obvious  how  unsatisfactory  the 
present  condition  is.  Unfortunately  for  many  years  it  has 
been  found  impossible  to  provide  houses  at  an  economic 
rent  for  a  large  section  of  the  population,  and  this 
has  resulted  in  a  hold  up  of  housing  activities  in  many 
areas  where  they  were  most  needed.  However,  this  and 
many  other  difficulties  have  been,  to  a  large  extent,  met 
by  the  Housing  Act  of  1930.  Under  this  Act  urban  author¬ 
ities  with  a  population  of  over  20,000  have  to  furnish  the 
Minister  of  Health  with  a  five  years’  programme  to  deal 
with  the  housing  needs  of  their  area  from  every  aspect, 
including  the  clearance  of  unhealthy  areas,  and  power  is 
given  to  the  Minister  to  act  in  default  of  any  Council. 
This  new  Act  also  throws  a  duty  on  County  Councils 
with  respect  to  housing  in  rural  areas,  and  Rural  District 
Councils  have  to  furnish  County  Councils  with  informa¬ 
tion  with  regard  to  the  extent  to  which  overcrowding  or 
other  unsatisfactory  housing  conditions  exist  and  the 
sufficiency  of  the  steps  which  the  Council  of  the  district 
have  taken,  or  are  proposing  to  take,  to  remove  those 
conditions  and  to  provide  further  housing  accommod¬ 
ation;  in  certain  circumstances  County  Councils  can  give 
grants  to  Rural  District  Councils  for  the  housing  of 
agricultural  workers.  The  Act  also  provides  that  the 
County  Council  can  act  in  default  of  Rural  District 
Councils.

Housing. 


In  Circular  1,138  issued  by  the  Ministry  of  Health 
introducing  a  memorandum  on  the  Housing  Act,  1930, 
the  following  two  paragraphs  are  set  forth,  which  show 
in  a  concise  way  what  the  Government  Department  hopes 
will  result  from  the  working  of  the  new  Act : — 


“  It  is  within  the  knowledge  of  local  authorities 
that  many  of  the  working  classes  of  this  country 
live  in  sordid  and  degrading  housing  conditions,  the 
continuance  of  which  is  nothing  less  than  a  social 
menace.  These  conditions  are  due  to  many  causes, 
poverty,  indifference,  lack  of  better  accommodation. 
The  new  Act  is  an  earnest  of  the  determination  of 
the  Government  and  the  Legislature  to  do  every¬ 
thing  possible  to  put  an  end  to  conditions  of  this 
kind.  For  its  successful  operation,  it  demands  the 
full  and  hearty  co-operation  of  all  local  agencies,  in 
the  acquisition  and  spreading  of  knowledge  as  to 
bad  conditions,  and  in  forming  a  sound  public 
opinion  to  assist  the  Government  and  Parliament  in 
putting  an  end  to  them.  In  this  work  the  local 
authorities  must  themselves  take  the  leading  part,  and 
the  Minister  is  confident  that  they  will  rise  to  the 
full  measure  of  their  responsibility. 


“The  Minister  desires  to  draw  the  special  attention 
of  County  Councils  and  Rural  District  Councils  to 
the  provisions  contained  in  Part  IV.  of  the  Act 
regarding  housing  in  rural  districts.  The  proper 
housing  of  the  agricultural  workers  must  form  an 
essential  element  in  any  progressive  agricultural 
policy  and  in  this  matter  also  the  responsible  local 
authorities  must  play  their  part.  The  Act  provides 
for  the  co-operation  of  the  County  Councils  and 
Rural  Districts  Councils  in  attacking  this  serious  and 
important  problem  and  the  Minister  trusts  that  in 
every  county  the  authorities  will  without  delay  meet 
together  to  formulate  plans  for  dealing  comprehens¬ 
ively  with  the  rural  needs/’

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Food  and  Drugs , 

Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Food. 

(a)  Milk  Supply. 

(1)  Chemical  Examination. 

During  the  year  1,141  samples  of  ordinary  milk  were 
chemically  examined ;  89  of  these  were  not  satisfactory  : 
prosecutions  were  instituted  in  16  cases,  4  were  sustained 
and  12  cases  were  withdrawn  or  dismissed  on  payment  of 
costs.  In  45  instances  cautions  were  issued  in  respect  of 
57  unsatisfactory  samples. 

46  samples  of  specially  designated  milk  were 
chemically  examined  and  were  all  satisfactory. 

9  samples  of  condensed  milk  and  3  of  skim  milk  were 
found  to  be  satisfactory  on  chemical  examination. 

(2)  Tuberculosis. 

Investigations  were  carried  out  in  113  cases  where 
tubercle  bacilli  were  found  in  samples  taken  from  ordin¬ 
ary  milk  as  it  was  being  delivered  to  the  consumer  in  the 
county.  Under  Section  4  of  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Act, 
1915,  a  veterinary  inspection  was  made  of  the  cows  on 
the  farms  where  the  milk  was  produced ;  61  cows  were 
slaughtered  under  the  Tuberculosis  Order.  Veterinary 
surgeons  reported  that  in  37  instances  the  disease  was 
advanced  and  in  23  not  advanced.  In  one  case  the 
condition  was  not  stated  and  in  10  instances  the  animals 
were  disposed  of  by  the  farmers  for  slaughter.  In 
addition,  samples  were  received  of  ordinary  milk  from 
sanitary  inspectors  in  the  county  and  in  five  instances 
they  were  found  to  be  tuberculous.  A  veterinary  inspec¬ 
tion  under  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Act  showed  that  5  cows 
were  tuberculous  and  they  were  slaughtered  under  the 
Tuberculosis  Order:  3  of  them  were  in  an  advanced 
stage  of  the  disease. 

14  cases  of  tuberculous  milk  were  discovered  in 
specially  designated  milk.  These  were  found  by  the 
Food  and  Drugs  Inspectors  when  taking  monthly 
samples.  The  usual  veterinary  inspection  followed  and 
12  cows  were  slaughtered  under  the  Tuberculosis  Order 
and  4  by  the  owners.  The  veterinary  surgeons  reported 
that  5  animals  were  in  an  advanced  stage  of  the  disease. 
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Food  and  Drugs. 


Medical  Officers  of  Health  of  areas  outside  the  county 
where  milk  produced  in  this  county  was  sold,  made  78 
representations  under  Section  4  of  the  Milk  and  Dairies 
Act,  1915.  As  a  result  of  the  veterinary  inspections  made 
62  animals  were  slaughtered  under  the  Tuberculosis 
Order  and  12  were  disposed  of  by  the  owners  for 
slaughter.  It  was  found  that  40  cows  were  in  an  advanced 
stage  of  the  disease. 


11  representations  under  Section  4  of  the  Milk  and 
Dairies  Act  were  made  to  outside  authorities  of  milk 
sent  in  to  this  county  for  sale,  from  which  samples  were 
taken  by  the  County  Council’s  Inspectors.  All  these 
cases  were  investigated  by  the  authorities  concerned,  in 
4  instances  with  negative  results.  In  the  remaining  7 
tuberculosis  was  found  and  8  animals  were  slaughtered. 


During  the  year  as  a  result  of  the  examination  of  milk 
produced  in  the  county,  140  cows  were  found  to  be  tuber¬ 
culous,  85  of  which  were  in  an  advanced  stage,  that  is, 
60.7%  of  the  total. 


In  the  accompanying  table  the  number  of  samples 
taken  of  the  ordinary  milk  supply  in  the  various  sanitary 
districts  is  shown  and  it  will  be  observed  that  in  130  of 
these  the  milk  was  found  to  tuberculous,  that  is,  8.4% 
of  the  total  samples  taken.

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(3)  Cleanliness. 

1,546  samples  of  ordinary  milk  were  bacteriologically 
examined,  of  which  1,293  were  reported  as  satisfactory 
from  a  cleanliness  standpoint  and  253  were  unsatis¬ 
factory.  Of  the  unsatisfactory  samples  221  were  produced 
in  the  county  and  32  outside  This  shows  a  further 
improvement  in  the  cleanliness  of  the  milk  compared 
with  former  years.  83.6%  of  the  samples  were  reported 
as  clean  compared  with  70%  last  year. 

The  names  of  producers  of  milk  not  found  to  be  satis¬ 
factory,  as  in  former  years,  are  reported  to  the  County 
Farm  Institute,  who  then  communicate  with  them  and 
offer  them  every  assistance. 


(4)  Specially  Designated  Milk. 

At  the  beginning  of  1930  licenses  had  been  granted  for 
the  production  of  the  following  graded  milks — 5  for 
Grade  A.  T.T.  and  65  for  Grade  A.  milk.  On  the  31st 
December  there  were  5  Grade  A.  T.T.  licenses  and  69 
Grade  A.  certificates  in  force  in  the  county.  With  regard 
to  Grade  A.  licenses,  8  new  ones  were  issued  during  the 
year,  2  were  not  renewed  and  2  were  relinquished. 

Samples  are  taken  monthly  of  all  graded  milks  for 
bacteriological  investigation  to  see  if  the  standard  of 
cleanliness  laid  down  in  the  regulations  is  maintained 
and  they  are  examined  specially  for  tuberculosis  quarter¬ 
ly.  The  results  obtained  are  shown  in  the  accompanying 
table. 

As  regards  the  unsatisfactory  samples ;  of  those  due 
to  count  35  were  produced  in  the  county  and  18  outside. 
Tubercle  bacilli  were  found  in  18  produced  in  the  county 
and  2  in  milk  produced  outside. 

It  is  satisfactory  to  find  that  the  popularity  of  these 
graded  milks  has  been  maintained  and  in  fact  this  has 
restilted  in  an  increase  in  the  number  of  license  holders 
who,  as  already  noted,  now  number  69  for  Grade  A.  milk. 
I  find  that  this  number  is  larger  than  in  most  areas  of 
similar  size.

Small  Pox — Scarlet  Fever — Diphtheria. 
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Prevention  of,  and  Control  over,  Infectious 

Disease. 

Smallpox. — In  1930,  34  cases  of  smallpox  were 
notified  as  against  48  last  year.  The  disease  continues 
to  be  the  mild  form,  which  consequently  presents  certain 
difficulties  in  controlling  its  spread.  No  fatal  case  has 
been  recorded.  The  Sanitary  Districts  concerned  with 
the  number  notified,  are  as  follows  : — -

All  the  cases  were  removed  to  either  the  South  or 
North  Staffordshire  Hospital  Boards’  hospital  as  the  case 
may  be.  It  will  be  seen  that  the  largest  number  of  cases 
occurred  in  Wolstanton  U.U.D.  where  there  were  15 
persons  affected  with  a  mild  type  of  the  disease:  10  of 
these  had  not  been  previously  vaccinated,  the  remaining 
5  were  vaccinated  in  infancy  some  years  before  the  onset 
of  the  disease. 

Scarlet  Fever. — The  incidence  of  this  disease  in  the 
county  is  very  similar  to  that  in  the  previous  two  years. 
There  were  1,265  notifications  as  against  1,189  last  year, 
745  in  urban  districts  and  520  in  rural  districts.  Four 
deaths  occurred  in  urban  and  2  in  rural  districts.  Spfeak- 
ing  generally,  this  type  of  disease  continues  to  be  mild 
and  the  death  rate  is  0.01  in  both  urban,  and  rural  county 
districts. 

Diphtheria. — During  the  year,  1,120  cases  were  noti¬ 
fied,  as  against  1,212  last  year.  The  decrease  was  in  the 
urban  districts  where  there  were  801  cases,  compared 
with  906  in  1929.  319  cases  were  notified  in  rural  districts, 
as  against  306  in  the  previous  year.  37  deaths  occurred 
in  urban  districts  with  a  death  rate  of  0.07  per  thousand 
of  the  population.  9  died  in  rural  districts,  which  yields 
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a  death  rate  of  0.04.  On  reference  to  tables  at  the  end 
of  the  report  the  numbers  and  death  rates  for  each 
sanitary  district  will  be  found. 

The  prevailing  form  of  diphtheria  for  some  years  has 
been  much  more  severe  than  scarlet  fever,  and  although 
the  incidence  of  the  two  diseases  has  been  similar  this 
year  there  have  been  approximately  8  times  more  deaths 
from  diphtheria  than  scarlet  fever.  The  disease  was 
found  in  practically  every  sanitary  district.  In  the  urban 
districts  it  was  chiefly  found  in  the  neighbouring  districts 
of  Bilston,  Darlaston  and  Willenhall,  where  there  were 
148  cases.  In  the  extreme  north  of  the  county  there  were 
60  cases  in  the  small  urban  district  of  Biddulph.  Brierley 
Hill  and  Rugeley  Urban  Districts  also  had  many  cases, 
which  was  a  continuation  of  the  epidemic  of  the  previous 
year.  In  the  rural  districts  the  disease  was  most  marked 
in  the  Cannock,  Lichfield  and  Walsall  Districts  and  in 
the  former  two  was  a  continuation  of  the  epidemic  of  the 
previous  year.  Schick  testing  and  immunisation  of  the 
children  against  diphtheria  was  undertaken  by  the  School 
Medical  Inspectors  in  co-operation  with  District  Medical 
Officers  of  Health  in  the  Kingswinford  R.D.  and  three 
parishes  of  the  Cannock  R.D.,  as  well  as  in  the  Rugeley 
and  Audley  urban  districts,  the  sanitary  districts  con¬ 
cerned  being  financially  responsible  for  the  arrangements. 

Full  advantage  has  been  taken  of  the  facilities 
afforded  at  the  County  Laboratory  for  bacteriological 
investigations  and  11,629  specimens  were  sent  by  medical 
practitioners  compared  with  11,710  in  the  previous  year. 
This  included  91  virulence  tests  undertaken  in  special 
cases. 

Enteric  Fever. — Eighteen  notifications  of  typhoid 
fever  in  urban  and  14  in  rural  districts  were  received 
during  the  year,  compared  with  the  total  of  20  in  1929. 
Three  deaths  occurred  in  urban ‘districts.  On  reference 
to  the  tables  at  the  end  of  the  report,  the  areas  in  which 
these  cases  occurred  will  be  seen. 

Encephalitis  Lethargica. — Seven  cases  have  been 
notified,  6  of  which  were  in  urban  districts.  These  were 
all  sporadic  cases  and  were  of  a  mild  type.  During  the 
year  11  deaths  were  reported,  2  being  notified  in  previous 
years.  The  districts  in  which  the  cases  occurred  are 
shown  in  the  table  at  the  end  of  the  report. 
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Dysentery. — During  the  year  5  cases  of  dysentery 
were  notified,  all  in  the  Cheadle  R.D.,  4  of  which  occurred 
at  a  large  asylum  there. 

With  reference  to  non-notifiable  infectious  diseases, 
the  deaths  from  measles,  whooping  cough,  diarrhoea  and 
enteritis  are  as  follows : — 


Measles. — There  were  65  deaths  in  urban  districts 
with  a  death  rate  of  0.13,  and  15  deaths  in  rural  districts 
with  a  death  rate  of  0.07.  As  the  disease  is  not  notifiable 
the  number  of  cases  is  unknown,  but  from  the  returns 
sent  by  the  Head  Teachers  of  elementary  schools  I  find 
that  a  total  of  3,058  cases  of  measles  and  85  cases  of 
German  measles  occurred  in  children  of  school  age.  Ow¬ 
ing  to  the  highly  infectious  state  of  the  disease  occurring 
before  the  rash  develops,  it  is  an  extremely  difficult 
disease  to  control,  and  experience  has  shown  that  school 
closure  rarely  succeeds  in  limiting  the  disease,  and  in 
1930  onty  12  departments  were  closed. 


Whooping  Cough. — In  1930  there  were  39  deaths  in 
urban  districts  with  a  death  rate  of  0.08  and  8  deaths  in 
rural  districts  with  a  death  rate  of  0.04.  The  deaths  in 
urban  districts  occurred  in  14  out  of  the  28  districts  and 
were  most  numerous  in  the  more  thickly  populated  areas. 
I  am  glad  to  note  that  the  incidence  of  this  disease  is 
much  less  than  in  the  previous  year  when  134  children 
died  in  urban  districts  and  22  in  rural  districts.  It 
especially  attacks  children  during  infancy  when  it  is 
most  fatal,  but  772  cases  were  reported  by  school  teachers 
in  children  of  school  age. 

Diarrhoea  and  Enteritis.- — 70  deaths  occurred  in 
urban  districts  with  a  death  rate  of  7.3  per  thousand 
births,  and  19  in  rural  districts  with  a  death  rate  of  5.1 
per  thousand  births  in  children  under  2  years  of  age, 
which  is  substantially  the  same  incidence  of  this  disease 
as  in  the  previous  year.  The  cases  occurred  in  21  out 
of  the  28  urban  districts  and  in  11  of  the  17  rural  districts, 
but  was  more  marked  in  the  Bilston  and  Short  Heath 
urban  districts  and  in  Mayfield  R.D.  than  elsewhere. 
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Influenza. — In  1930  there  were  96  deaths  in  urban 
and  35  in  rural  districts,  a  very  noticeable  decrease  from 
the  previous  year  when  there  were  405  deaths  in  urban 
and  165  in  rural  districts.

Welfare  of  the  Blind. 

At  the  end  of  1930  there  were  748  persons  (390  males 
and  358  females)  on  the  register.  Of  these,  246  were  in 
receipt  of  grants,  the  total  cost  of  which  amounted  to 
£5,034  for  the  year.  This  figure  is  made  up  of  £3,932 
provided  by  the  County  Council  augmented  by  £1,102 
from  voluntary  funds. 

Administration. — The  powers  and  duties  under  the 
Blind  Persons  Act  1920  were  delegated  to  a  sub-com¬ 
mittee  by  the  County  Council  in  December,  1929. 
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This  Committee  (Joint  Committee  for  the  Welfare  of 
the  Blind)  is  composed  of : — 

3  representatives  from  the  General  Purposes 
Committee. 

3  representatives  from  the  Education  Com¬ 
mittee. 

Recommendations  made  by  this  Committee  are  referr¬ 
ed  to  the  General  Purposes  Committee  of  the  County 
Council  with  the  exception  of  cases  of  blind  persons 
recommended  for  training  which  are  dealt  with  by  the 
Education  Committee. 


Registration. — A  register  of  all  blind  persons  in  the 
administrative  County  is  kept  by  the  County  Association 
for  the  Welfare  of  the  Blind. 


Care  of  Children  under  School  Age. — The  County 
Medical  Officer  makes  the  necessary  arrangements  for 
children  under  school  age  to  be  visited  periodically  by  the 
Health  Visitors. 

Education  and  Training  of  Children  between 
the  ages  of  5  and  16  years. — Provision  is  made  by  the 
Education  Committee. 

Education  and  Training  of  Young  Persons  and 
Adults. — Training  is  provided  by  the  Education  Com¬ 
mittee  and  carried  out  at  the  following  Institutions : — 

Birmingham  Royal  Institution  for  the  Blind. 

Royal  Midlands  Institution,  Nottingham. 

Henshaw’s  Blind  Institution,  Manchester. 

Stoke-on-Trent  Workshops  for  the  Blind. 


Employment. — After  training  employment  is  found 
for  these  persons  in  the  workshops  for  the  blind  at 
Wolverhampton,  Stoke-on-Trent  and  Walsall.  In  most 
cases  some  augmentation  of  the  wages  is  necessary. 
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Home  Workers. — Where  admission  to  workshops  is 
impossible  owing  to  geographical  conditions,  arrange¬ 
ments  are  made  under  the  Home  Workers’  Scheme  of 
the  Birmingham  Institution  for  the  Blind  or  similar 
organisations.  The  earnings  of  the  workers  have  to  be 
augmented. 

Home  Teaching. — The  Home  Teaching  Services 
consist  of  six  teachers  to  cover  the  County.  The  duties 
of  these  teachers  consist  of  visiting  the  homes  of  the 
blind,  giving  instructions  in  Braille  and  Moon  and 
various  handicrafts.  In  addition,  the  teachers  look  after 
the  social  welfare  of  the  blind  by  means  of  Social  Centres, 
outings,  etc. 

Adult  Blind  Persons. — Arrangements  are  made 
from  time  to  time  for  the  admission  of  suitable  cases  of 
adult  blind  persons  to  special  homes. 

Unemployables. — The  grant  allocated  by  the  County 
Council  for  the  relief  of  these  cases  is  administered  by 
the  following  voluntary  associations  : — 

Staffs.  Association  for  the  Welfare  of 
the  Blind. 

Wolverhampton  and  District  Society 
for  the  Blind. 

Walsall  and  Wednesbury  Association 
for  the  Blind. 

Stoke-on-Trent  and  Staffs.  Committee 
for  the  Blind. 

Ophthalmia  Neonatorum. — The  accompanying 
Table  shows  the  cases  for  the  last  seven  years,  together 
with  those  treated  at  hospitals  or  at  home,  with  the 
result  obtained.  It  will  be  seen  that  out  of  148  cases,  145 
were  completely  cured,  which  is  a  very  highly  satisfact¬ 
ory  result  in  view  of  the  virulent  nature  of  this  disease. 
It  will  also  be  noted  that  only  a  small  proportion  of 
children  were  sent  to  hospital,  17  had  to  be  received  as 
in-patients,  whilst  in  1  case  out-patient  treatment 
sufficed.  One  vision  impaired— due  to  congenital  defect 
not  ophthalmia.

This  indicates  that  there  is  one  case  of  tuberculosis  in 
every  108  persons,  or  just  9.3  per  1,000  of  the  population, 
and  on  reference  to  the  mortality  Tables  which  follow  it 
will  be  found  that  approximately  one  death  occurs 
amongst  eleven  cases  in  the  year.

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During  the  year,  476  persons  died  from  pulmonary 
tuberculosis,  giving  a  death-rate  of  0.67  per  thousand  of 
the  population,  whilst  104  deaths  occurred  from  other 
forms  of  tuberculosis  with  a  death-rate  of  0.14.  The  ages

In  the  General  Tables  at  the  end  of  the  Report,  the 
death  rates  for  each  sanitary  district  during  1930  will  be 
found. 

On  reference  to  the  foregoing  table  it  will  be  seen 
that  the  incidence  of  the  disease  is  higher  in  females  in 
the  pulmonary  form  but  not  in  other  forms  of  the  disease, 
whereas  usually  males  suffer  much  more  from  pulmonary 
tuberculosis  than  females,  and  in  non-pulmonary  tuber¬ 
culosis  the  incidence  is  usually  equal  in  the  two  sexes. 
The  number  of  deaths  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis  is 
practically  equal  in  the  two  sexes  this  year.  In  men  the 
most  fatal  period  of  life  is  between  25  and  55,  whilst  in 
women  it  is  between  15  and  35.  The  non-pulmonary 
forms  of  the  disease  occur  mainly  before  adult  life  is 
reached  and  are  noticed  particularly  during  the  early 
years.  These  cases  arise  from  infection  through  tuber¬ 
culous  milk  and  from  open  cases  of  pulmonary 
tuberculosis.

With  regard  to  notifications,  it  will  be  observed  that 
the  number  is  substantially  the  same  as  last  year,  and  on 
comparing  the  total  number  of  cases  on  the  notification 
registers  of  the  Medical  Officers  of  Health  with  the  total 
deaths  from  tuberculosis  it  is  found  that  the  ratio  of 
deaths  to  notifications  is  1  to  11.3  for  the  county  as  a 
whole.  I  mention  these  figures  because  it  is  generally 
agreed  by  experts  that  for  every  death  there  are  at  least 
10  persons  suffering  from  the  disease,  so  that  speaking 
generally  we  can  claim  that  the  notification  of  tubercul¬ 
osis  in  this  area  is  not  unsatisfactory,  but  it  is  evident 
we  cannot  claim  that  it  could  not  be  better  because  the 
District  Medical  Officers  of  Health  have  reported  110 
cases  that  have  come  to  their  knowledge  in  various  ways 
that  had  not  been  previously  notified.  Analysing  this 
return,  it  is  found  that  94  had  died  without  being  formally 
notified  under  the  Public  Health  (Tuberculosis)  Regula¬ 
tions.  57  of  these  were  found  from  the  death  returns  of 
the  local  Registrars  and  35  were  transferable  deaths  sent 
by  the  Registrar  General,  that  is  to  say,  the  death 
occurred  outside  the  disrict  where  the  person  usually 
resided.  In  two  cases  the  medical  practitioner  notified 
the  disease  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  actually  after 
the  death  had  occurred. 

The  ratio  of  non-notified  tuberculosis  deaths  to  the 
total  tuberculosis  deaths  is  1  in  6.17;  roughly  5  out  of 
6  deaths  are  notified  under  the  regulations  before  death. 

With  regard  to  the  unreported  cases,  I  am  afraid  we 
cannot  expect  to  always  receive  the  notifications  before 
death  especially  where  the  disease  is  extremely  acute, 
and  some  cases  are  bound  to  occur  in  which  the  practi¬ 
tioner  was  under  the  impression  that  the  disease  had  been 
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notified  previously,  or  it  may  have  been  that  sometimes 
in  chronic  forms  of  tuberculosis  the  condition  for  which 
medical  aid  was  sought  was  some  other  trouble  and  the 
practitioner’s  attention  was  concentrated  on  that  so  that 
he  did  not  notify  the  case. 

An  account  of  the  treatment  afforded  for  tuberculosis 
will  be  found  in  the  annual  report  of  the  Joint  Committee 
of  the  Staffordshire  County  Council  and  the  Wolver¬ 
hampton  and  Dudley  County  Boroughs.  This  body  is 
only  responsible  for  treatment  and  not  for  measures  of 
prevention,  which  duty  falls  upon  the  District  Councils, 
and  their  contribution  towards  the  measures  for  dealing 
with  this  complex  subject  relates  to  the  environmental 
conditions  of  the  patient,  amongst  these  being  adequate 
housing  in  each  district,  which  is  of  paramount  import¬ 
ance.  An  investigation  of  the  environmental  conditions 
of  each  patient  is  made  as  soon  as  the  disease  is  notified 
by  the  Health  Visitors  and  although  every  effort  is  made 
to  arrange  the  accommodation  in  the  house  so  that  the 
patient  can  have  a  room  to  himself,  this  has  only  been 
found  possible  in  29%  of  the  cases  reviewed  in  the  Joint 
Committee’s  area  in  1930.  In  every  case  in  which  over¬ 
crowding  occurred  the  District  Medical  Officer’s 
attention  was  specially  drawn  to  the  matter,  but  for 
some  years  now  it  has  been  found  very  difficult  to  take 
adequate  measures.  However,  with  the  passing  of  the 
Housing  Act  of  1930  the  position  of  District  Councils 
has  been  much  strengthened  and  there  should  be  a  great 
advance  in  housing  activities  which  should  do  much  to 
remove  the  danger  of  infection,  by  patients  suffering 
from  tuberculosis,  of  other  members  of  the  household, 
particularly  children  who  in  infancy  are  especially  prone 
to  tuberculosis.  I  therefore  suggest  that  in  districts 
where  the  death-rate  from  tuberculosis  is  high,  they 
should  have  their  attention  drawn  to  this  matter 
specially. 

The  Joint  Committee  for  tuberculosis  try  to  arrange 
as  far  as  possible  that  all  advanced  cases  of  pulmonary 
tuberculosis  should  be  admitted  to  their  pulmonary 
hospitals,  and  during  the  year  it  has  not  been  found 
necessary  to  take  any  action  under  Section  62  of  the 
Public  Health  Act,  1925,  for  the  compulsory  removal  to 
hospital,  or  under  the  Public  Health  (Prevention  of 
Tuberculosis)  Regulations,  1925,  which  prohibit  persons 
suffering  from  tuberculosis  engaging  in  milking 
operations.

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The  accompanying  table  shows  the  death  rates  in  the 
urban  and  rural  districts  of  the  county  since  1914,  from 
which  it  will  be  observed  that  since  the  war  years  there 
has  been  a  gradual  fall  in  both  urban  and  rural  districts, 
and  in  view  of  the  large  number  of  unemployed  during 
these  difficult  years  this  is  most  satisfactory.
